WHE OFFICIAL RETURNS STILL IN- 
COMPLETE. 

JHE REPUBLICAN PLURALITY NOW STATED 

TO BE 11,821—BLAINE MEN TAKING THE 

CONGRESSIONAL VOTE AS THEIR BASIS. 


Cotumpvs, Oct. 17.—There has as yet 
been no footing made of the total vote cast on 
Tuesday iast. Official and unofficial returns 
show that the aggregate Republican pluralities 
are as follows: For Robinson, Sevretary of 
State, 11,221: for Flickinger, member of the 
Board of Public Works, 17,476; for Johnson, 
Supreme Court Judge, 15,000. The majority by 
which the 10 Republican Congressmen were 
elected is 18,418, ; 

Cincinnati, Oct. 17.—The Commercial- 
Gazette puts Elisbury’s (Dem.) majority over 
Hart (Rep.) in the Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict at 600. 

ToLeEvDo, Oct. 17.—In an interview with a 
eorrespondent this afternoon the Hon. Frank H. 
Hurd made the following statement concerning 
the Congressional contest in the Tenth District: 
“T have taken steps to ascertain whether the 
majority against me has been unfairly or cor- 
ruptly obtained. If,asI have been informed is 
the case, I shall learn that I have been defeated 
by the changing of ballots, the perversion of re- 
turns, the purchase of votes, and repeating, I 
shall immediately institute proceedings for a 
contest. However, if the majority proves to be 
the fair expression of the will of the people of

Cxicaao, Oct. 17.—Mr. Elliott H. Pendie- 
ton, of Cincinnati, a brother of Senator George 
H. Pendleton, said this morning that there were 
causes operating in the result of the recent eilec- 
tion in Cincinnati which had not yet been re- 
ferred to. *.I see,” said be, **that everybody is 
damning the Germans for voting the Repub- 
lican ticket. ‘his censure is entirely unmerited. 
The German vote is not lost to the Demo- 
crats by- any means. In November they 
wiil vote for Cleveland. They did not vote 
the ocratic ticket this time, because they 
were dissatisfied witn the Democrats for their 
failure to repeal the Scott law: because they 
did not feel, as a great many others did, that the 
election ot Mr. Blaine would be assured by the 
October election going ap tegen and lastly, 
because they are not’ asa class opposed to Ke- 
publican State rule. Their opposition is directed 
toward Mr. Blaine. The result will show that 
this is so. In November the Germaus will vote 
the Democratic ticket.” 

“The other important reason is the fact that 
the independent Kepublicans voted the Repub- 
lican ticket on Tuesday. Their objection to the 
Republicansdid not find in the October election 
nk form of expression. [t willin November. In 
Hamilton County the Republican majority was 
something like 2,000. There are at Jeast 2,000 in- 
dependents in Cincinnati. Those independents 
wilt vote against Blaine, and that will make a 
difference at once of 4,000 votes. 1t is my opin- 
fon that the Democrats can carry Ohio by a 
small majority.” 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Blaine’s agents at 
Columbus have been telegraphing here to-day 
that the pluralities of the kKepublican candidates 
for Congress should be regarded as the test of 
Republican strength. These pluralities, they 
say, will aggregate about 17,000. They insist 
that the vote on Flickinger should be cited as 
the test of the strength of the State ticket, and 
that bis plurality will reach 16,000. The plurality 
of the head of the ticket fs to be ignored, isas- 
much as it islowest. Blaine organs and orators 
are instructed to observe ihis programme when 
discussing the result in Ohio, but whatever test 
may be adopted the fact remains that the Re- 
publicans have lost between 6,000 and 10,000 in 
this year’s vote, compared with their pluralities 
pf October, 18:0.

BLAINE AND HIS TRAVELS. 
HE DECLARES HE NEVER WAS A MEMBER 

OF THE KNOW NOTHING ORDER. 

East SAGINAW, Mich., Oct. 17.—It was 
about 10 o'clock this morning when Mr. Blaine’s 
special train started from Saginaw for Bay City. 
He and Gen. Fremont were escorted through the 
city toa stand inthe park, where, after a short 
speech by Senator Palmer, Mr. Blaine was intro- 
duced. He spoke very briefiy, and then intro- 
duced Gen. Fremont. Both were received en- 
thusiastically. 

Detroit, Mich., Oct. 17.—The best ar- 
ranged reception given to Mr. Blaine so far on 


his trip through Michigan was at Flint. Dis- 

ensing with crrriages and a procession, the 
ocal committee had erected a stand un a flat 
car,on towhich Mr. Blaine stepped from the 
train. Around the stand were gathered several 
thousand persons. Mr. Blaine spoke here at 
greater length than usual. After calling atten- 
tion toa protective taritf as the great issue of 
the campaign he said: 

“I have received since I have been in this State two 
or three letters from persons asking me to state wheth- 
er 1 had ever been a membertof the KnowjNothing 
Party. In connection with these inquiries from persons 
in Michigan, I have received some telegrams from the 
Pacitic coast asking whether I was not a supporter of 
Mr. Filimore when he ran in 1856 us the Native 
American candidate fur the Presidency. Let me say 
in full and explicit terms in reply to these inquiries by 
letter nnd telegraph thut I never was a member cf the 
Know;Nothing order, that 1 never voted for a man who 
was nominated by it,and that instead of supporting 
Mr. Fillmore in 1856, I had the honor to be a mem- 
ber of the National Republican Convention which 
nominated Gen. Fremont—([cheers)—and, as the Gen- 
eral is now on this platform, be will be able to bear tes- 
nag | that, bowever inefticient my support may have 
been, it was very earnest and very ardent. Il was then 
junior editor of the Kennebec Journal, and that paper 
Was entirely devoted to Gen. Fremont’s ad- 
vocacy, and aided in giving him the largest 
majority ever cast in Maine for a_ Presidential 
candidate of any party. The Know Nothing Urder 
hoids views in regard to immigration and naturaliza- 
tion with which 1 never had any sympathy and from 
which I never hesitated to express dissent. But in 
connection with that subject let me say that 
there are at present three wrongs which, in 
my judgment, require correction: First—I think 
that habit which has grown up on the part 
of some European countries of sending their paupers 
to the United States ought not to be longer tolerated. 
I believe in the good oid American system which re- 
quires that each town oreach county shall take cure 
of itsown poor. If in Eurvpean countries their laws 
tend to impoverish their working people, these coun- 
tries ought to take care of them when reduced 
to want, insterzd of shipping them to us. [Cheers. 
Second and still more objectionable is the practice o 
shipping their criminals to us, as has been done in 
maby cases. criminals being released from punishment 
on condition that they shall come to the United 
States. I think that this is a very grave offense against 
this country which should not be permitted. [Cheers. 
Third—If a tariff for protection is designat 
to elevate the laboring man in this country 
and secure him good wages—and if it is not for that it 
is not for anything—then I think the custom which 
some men aretrying to introduce of importing chea 
contract labor from foreign countries to compete with 
home labor ought to be prohibited. [Cheers.| It is a 
species of servitude against the spirit of our laws, and 
injures all who are in any way connected with it. These 
are three evils that I believe should be remedied.” 

At Port Huron the Rev. A. Hastings Ross read 
an address of welcome, to which Mr. Blaine re- 
spond dbriefiy. It was 7:30 P. M. when the train 
arrived at Detroit. Mr. Blaine, in company 
with Senator Hale, was driven to Mrs. Chandier’s, 
where he will spend the night. To-morrow he 
will go on through Michigan, reaching South 
Bend, Ind., in the evening. 


CHAIRMAN WARREN’S FRIENDS. 
THEY ARE HILARIOUS OVER HIS PREDIC- 
TIONS ABOUT MR. BLAINE’S CHANCES. 

Burraw, N. Y., Oct. 17.—A general 
press dispatch from New-York, printed in the 
evening papers, reports Chairman Warren, of 
the Republican State Committee, as saying that 
* Erie County, Gov. Cleveland’s own county, is 
going against him,” and that he (Warren) will be 
much surprised if the Republicans do not carry 
the State. He also says that the stalwart element, 
which was solid for Arthur’s nomination, is now 
solidly for Biaine. These statements excite hilar- 
ity here. Within the last few days several even 
bets in amounts from $100 to $500 have been 
offered by Cleveland men on Butfalo City, on 
Erie County, and on the State of New-York, and 
no Blaine man has been found to take any of 
them. 

A pronounced Blaine man said this evening 
when challenged to back his opinions with his 
money: “I would be a fool to bet against Cleve- 
land in his own county.” He likewise refused 
to bet on *Cleveland’s own State,” and for the 
same reason it is remarked here that Mr. Warren 
does not believe his prediction for any consider- 
able amount. 

Asto the loyalty to Blaine of the stalwarts 
there is a good deal of increduiity. A few of 
them are outspoken against the Maine man. 
A funny incident showing how the others 
stand has just come to light. A day 
or two hefore the Ohio election nine or ten 
stalwarts went to Canada onaShunting expedi- 
tion, but before going arranged that the news 
from Onio should be promptly telegraphed to 
them. Among the nnmber was an internal reve- 
uue offieer, a city official, and a politician who 
Was an alternate in the Chicago Republican 
Convention. Tuesday night some one for a 
oke telegraphed the party that Ohio had gone 

mocratic by a large majority. The dispatch 
was opened by the late alternate, and led to a 
frank and full expression of feeling. Said the 
alternate: “I told them in Chicago we couldn’t 
elect that bianked white-haired thief from 
Maine if they nominated him. I always knew it, 
and it serves the Republican Party right for 
nominating such a blanked knave.”’ The inter- 
nal revenue officer and city official are said to 
have chimed in and declared that they always 
said that a man with Biaine’s record could not 
be elected. The only consolation any of them 
found wasin hoping that the lesson would do 
the party good. When these fellows learned 
that Ohio had not gone Democratic they are 
said to have felt sore over the sell, but they had 
expressed their real sentiments for once.

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GORDON’S BRAVE WORK 


MANY SORTIES FROM KHARTOUM 
CROWNED WITH VICTORY. 

THE TOWNS OF SHENDY AND NETEMMEH 
CAPTURED—THE PEOPLE REFUSING TO 
OBEY EL MAHDL 


Carro, Oct. 17.—Advices from Ambukol 
state that merchants who have arrived at that 
place confirm the reports that Gen. Gordon 
captured the towns of Shency and Netemmeh 
on Oct.6. They state that Gen. Gordon makes 
constant sorties from Khartoum. 

Wapy Haura, Oct. 17.—The steamer 
Feruz, with 40 rowboats on board, ‘has arrived 
at Dongola. 

Osman Narreddin, an inhabitant of Korte, has 
arrived here from Khartoum, having been 14 
daysonthe way. He was present at Khartoum 
during the whole siege, and saw Gen. Gordon 
capture a quantity of guns and rifles from the 
rebels. He says the road from Khartoum to 
Sennaar is free of rebels. Gen. Gordon’s steam- 
ers, after bombarding Berber, Djelyeen, and 
Memneh, returned in safety to Khartoum. 
Kashmil Pasha has undertaken to occupy 


Berber with a force which Gen. Gordon 
was getting in readiness at the time Nar- 
reddin left. The Mahdi came to Shatt, 
only six days’ journey from Khartoum, but 
on hearing of the insurrection at Gebel Deir 
was fore to turn back. Before starting he 
summoned the tribesmen and viilagers to accom- 
any him, but very tew obeyed. Tney remained 
oyal to the Khedive. As the Mahdi had left 
Mahmoud Abd el Kader 1n command at El 
Obeid with only 5,000 troops, the Bakkara 
tribesmen and the inhabitants of Geb el Deir, 
joined by 100 Egyptian troops, made an attack 
on El Obeid and captured a number of slaves and 
cattle. The attacking party were so much en- 
couraged by their success that they threatened 
to renew the assault. 

DonGo.a, Oct. 17.—A special messenger 
has returned here from Wady Garna. He reé- 
ports that the inhabitants there declare that the 
steamer which ran aground afew days ago had 
a quantity of money of board which belonged 
to the Greek Consul, There were 40 Europeans 
and natives on the steamer. The steamer was 
armed and carried booty which had been capt- 
ured by the party in fights with the rebels. It 
had also on board the heads of the rebels who 
were killed at Khartoum. When the steamer 
ran aground at Salamat the inhabitants were 
terrified. The messenger reports the story of 
the massacre of the people on the steamer. He 
says there were no whites among the prisoners. 


SUAKIN, Oct. 17.—It is believed that Os- 
man Digma, the rebel leader, will succeed in 
massing his forces at Tamai. The English have 
lost their chance of crushing him for the pres- 
ent. Both the weather and the crops favor him.

ANOTHER BATTLE NEAR TAMSUI. 
THREE THOUSAND CHINESE SOLDIERS 
KILLED—CHINESE INVADING TONQUIN. 

Lonpon, Oct. 17.—The Foo-Choo corre- 
spondent of the Times telegraphs that another 
battle has been fought on the shore near Tam- 
sui. Three thousand Chinese were killed, but 
the French loss was trifling. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 17.—Five French men-of- 
warare stationed before Kee-Lung and eight be- 


fore Tamsui. The Chinese are fortifying the 
heights and refuse to surrender their positions. 
The natives in Southern Formosa are harassing 
the — troops, who are asking for reinforce- 
ments. 


Parts, Oct. 17.—Fresh forces of Chinese 
are invading Tonquin. Gen. Briére de I'Isle 
telegraphs that there are many European officers 
in the Chinese army. 

The Cabinet are in favor of the budget pro- 
posals of M. Tirard, Minister of Finance. A 
deadlock is thus created between the Ministry 
and the Budget Committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies. The report that M. Tirard and Gen. 
Campenon, Minister of War, will resign continues 
to gain currency. 

The Figaro says that the Chinese force defeat- 
ed at Chu was only a column of the left wing of 
the army invading Tonguin. It explains the 
slaughter of the 3.000 Chinese by the fact that no 
quarter was given or taken and no prisoners 
were taken. The right column, which is passing 
along the River Songeau, is directed against 
Honghoa. 

The Intransigeant asserts that of the 10,000 
French soldiers in Tonquin only 4,000 are effect- 
ive. It declares that the Chinese invasion, if not 
arrested, threatens to overwhelm the French, 
and that it is necessary that not mere reinforce- 
ments buta veritable army be sent to their as- 
sistance. 
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A STEAMSHIP’S CARGO ON FIRE. 
THE NEVADA HAS A NARROW ESCAPE FROM 
DISASTER AT SEA, 

QUEENSTOWN, Oct. 17.—The Guion Line 
steamer Nevada, Capt. Bremer, from New-York, 
Oct. 7, to Liverpool, arrived off here at 8:45 
o‘clock this morning. At noon on Wednesday 
last the discovery was made thata portion of the 
cargo was on fire. The Captain and other officers 
went below and found that some of the cotton 
and hops were burning. They returned to the 
deck nearly smothered. Water was poured up- 
on the burning cargo, and the fire was got under 
control after a few hours ot effort. Many of the 


passengers lent their assistance. A quantity of 
the cargo wasthrown overboard. The steam ex- 
tinguisher did good service. The flames again 
broke out on Tuesday night. Some of the offi- 
cers and several of the crew were injured on the 
head and hands while attempting to extinguish 
the fire, one officer being entirely disabled. The 
Captain, officers, crew, and passengers worked 
without cessation after the discovery of the fire. 
They wereinastate of exhaustion when they 
arrived at Queenstown. 

The Nevada on entering the harbor had a heavy 
list to port. It was stated that she had 10 feet of 
water in herhold. Admiral Lethbridge offered 
the services of the crew of an English gunboat 
in the barbor, but the agent of the steamship 
declined the proffered assistance.

EATING SHARK AT THE MURRAY 
HILL HOTEL. 
FIFTH ANNUAL DINNER OF THE ICHTHY- 
OPHAGOUS CLUB—SKATE AND RAY DE- 
VOURED WITH AVIDITY. 


A number of finny-looking gentlemen 
scaled the steps of the Murray Hill Hotel. at 
Park-avenue and Forty-first-street, last evening. 
With phosphorescent eyes they glared around 
the corridors of the hoyse and dived into the 
coat room. Presently they appeared in full 
evening dress, with black backs and broad white 
bosoms, looking tike blackfish in the hey day of 
their pride. They had assembled as members 
and guests of the Ichthyophagous Club to eat 
their fifth annual dinner of fish. This club does 
not eat fish for the purpose of procuring brains. 
Iteats fishon purely scientific principles and 
blue china plates. It eats fish because it believes 
fish to be the restorer of youth—the fountain

The dinner last night wasa triumph of culin- 
ary art over popular prejudices. Many of the 
dishes eaten by the club are generally supposed 
to be uneatubieé. Most of them have been scien- 
tifically demonstrated to be indigestible. That 
doesn't make any difference to an ichthyopha- 
gos. They can eat anything that comes out of 
the sea, from a shark's fin to a bathing suit, and 
they can digest anything from a volume 
of the Congessional Record to a _box- 
wood top. Among those who ate of the 
dinner last evening were the President of the 
club, John Foord, Fish Commissioner FE. J. 
Blackford, Gen. C. T. Christensen, Charles R. 
Miller, Dr. William A. Hammond, F. B. Thur- 
ber, ex-Mayor Smith Ely, Robert B. Roosevelt, 
A. De Cordova, John H. De Mott, George Wer- 
reurath, Robert Thallon, Barnett Phillips, Dr. E. 
C. Spitzka, Howard Carroll, Frederick Mather, 
and $.8. Cox. Their obituaries arein type. 

The menu of which these gentlemen, aided and 
abetted by sundry others, partook was marine 
to a degree rarely equaled. First came that 
edible which unwearying custom has recognized 
as the “succulent bivalve,” which was washed 
away in copious libations of Latour Blanche. 
Then came, instead of soups, direful concoc- 
tions called elixir of razor clams and essence of 
devil fish. These were followed by “ petites 
surprises de octopus,” the tendrils of 
which speedily wound themselves around 
the immortal souls of the feeders. Cau- 
nelon of anchovies, wolf-fish, dla Cape Cod and 
cobia dla Samuel Ward, assisted by a chactic 
mixiure of sherry, cucumbers, Niersteiner, and 
Low Dutch potatoes, ensued.

A REMARKABLE WAR RELIC. 


HAIR GROWING ON A BULLET THAT PASSED 
THROUGH A MAN’S BRAIN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—That hair grows 
upon the human body after death has beena 
theory held by many prominent physicians, but 
discredited by the profession generally. Ex- 
perts who follow the melancholy pursuit of lay- 
ing out and dressing the dead hold in some con- 
tempt this professional opinion, and declare that 
eases of hair growth after death are frequent, 


and often so palpable that even a novice would 
not. fail to detect them. 

A very curious relic in t>e possession of a 
Pottsville bookkeeper, a veteran of the late war, 
was examined by several Philadeiphia doctors 
recently, and appears to furnish conclusive proof 
that death does notulways put anend to the 
growth of hair upon portions of the human 
body, even after the japse of many years. Heury 
Matthews was a good soldier during the war, and 
was at the front in some of the hottest engage- 
ments of that great struggle. Asa member of 
Company H, ot the Forty-eighth Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, he wasin tbe fight at Cold Harbor. 
On May 26, 1864, he was struck down by a bul- 
let, which entered the back part of the head. 
The ball passed through a portion of the brain, 
and was taken out above the forehead. The 
operation was performed by Dr. W. R. D. 
Blackwood, then Surgeon-General off the 
division, who now lives at No. 246 
North Twentieth-street, in this city. Dur- 
ing the progress of the operation a mass of 
the brain, weighing about an ounce and a half 
and as large as an egg, escaped. The bullet, to 
which some of the brain matter and a portion 
of the scalp adhered, was preserved, and upon 
his departure from the hospital was given to 
the wounded man, who, to the astonishment of 
the Surgeon, recovered. He has sutfered no 
mental inconvenience, and now occupies a re- 
sponsible clerical position in the Reading Rail- 
road office at Pottsville. When the bullet was 
presented to him 20 years ago atthe hospital 
door the brain matter and the little patch of 
scalp had dried up, but a few short hairs could 
be seen sticking out from the latter. The bullet 
had been considerably flattened, and somewhat 
resembled in shape a miniature clam shell. 

As time elapsed Mr. Matthews, who greatly 

rized this relic, noticed an astonishing fact. 

he nairs, which at first were scarcely prom- 
inent enough to be noticed, were growing. 
Other hairs grew out also until a thick black 
bunch appeared at the back end of the bullet. 
At tirst his friends refused to credit the story, 
although he showed the precious relic in proof. 
Once or twice he cut off the ends of the growing 
hair. It continued to grow. Abouta yearago Mr. 
Matthews came to Philadelphia and sought 
out Dr. Blackwood, to whom he exhibited 
the bullet with its bunch of apparently healthy 
hair. The surgeon,in the presence of profes- 
sional witnesses, cut off an inch of the hair, 
measured that which remained, toxed ana 
sealed up the bullet, and placed it in trusty 
hands for safe keeping. Recently the package 
was opened. A careful measurement showed 
that the hair had grown over an inch since 
the bal! had been last seen, and Dr. Black- 
wood said yesterday: ‘The fact is beyond dis- 
pute. Apparently without nutrition, upon the 
dried-up particle of scalp and brain, this hair 
had been and is now growing as surely, if not so 
luxuriantly,as it grew upon Matthews’s head 
when he was shot. I recollect the woune, the 
operation, and the presentation of the relic to 
the injured man after his remarkable recovery. 
lt seems to me to settle beyond doubt that hair 
can and does grow upon dead bodies. The fact 
has steadily been denied by medical journals and 
medical men generally, but the men who have 
charge of the medical college * subjects,’ those 
mysterious fellows who have every opportunity 
to know, nearly all deciare that they contin- 
ually witness the proof of it.”’ 

That hair can be transplanted and will con- 
tract organic adhesion is a recognized fact, and 
the American Cyclopedia says: ** Hairs will grow 
after death and live for centuries.” But no such 
remarkable instance as the hair growing on Mr. 
Matthews’s bullet is on record. 


HUSBAND OF HIS OWN DAUGHTER. 


AN UNNATURAL MARRIAGE THAT RESULTED 
FROM A WIFE’S MISDOINGS. 

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., Oct. 17.—A few 
miles from Schenectady, in Schoharie County, 
resides a married couple, the husband being con- 
siderably older than his wife. They have lived 
happily together for more than two years, and 
have had one child, alittle girl. Eighteen years 
ago a youth of 17, the son of a wealthy farmer, 
living near the boundary line of Schoharie 
County, made arunaway marriage with the 15- 
year-old daughter of a neighbor. They settled 


in Esperance, Iowa, where they resided for 
several years. A daughter was born to 
them in the first year of their marriage. 
While the child was an infant the mother eloped 
with a “drummer,” taking the child with her, 
and went, the husband knew not where, but as 
recent developments show, to Chicago, where 
she has since resided. When the daughter be- 
came I4 years old she ran away. She met a man 
who paid much attention to her. The acquaint- 
ance ripened into love, and when the girl arrived 
at the age of 17 they were married. Soon after 
their marriage the couple cameto Schoharie 
County, the former home of the bridegroom, 
and settled, and have since lived happily. 

In some way the girl’s mother learned of the 
marriage of her runaway daughter and came to 
Schoharie County, not knowing the name of her 
daughter’s husband. The mother’s paramour 
had died, leaving her without provision, and she 
resolved to seek her daughter and make her 
home with her. When she unexpectedly ap- 
peared upon the scene and found her busband 
and daughter living together as husband and 
wife and the happy parents of a child, she real- 
ized that all the wrong originated with her own 
misdoings and she withdrew from the scene, and 
last Saturday morning came to Schenectady and 
took a train for the West. The story as related 
isas told by the unhappy wife and mother.

A DRUNKEN STATE SENATOR SHOT. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 17.—At Sparta, 
White County, this morning, Thomas J. R. 
Swafford, a Democratic member of the State 
Senate, was shot and mortally wounded by Mon- 
roe Hudson, a butcher, and jailor of the county. 
Swafford, who was addicted to drinking, had be- 


come involved in a difficulty with Lewis 
A. Swiss, and followed him to Hudson’s 
store, where he abused him. Hudson 
ordered Swafford, who was drunk, to leave, 
whereupon the latter drew a pistol and attempt- 
ed to kill Hudson. The pistol snapped at the 
first trial, and both commenced firing. Swafford 
missed Hudson and received a bullet at the third 
shot, the wound being pronounced mortal. Hud- 
son at once left Sparta to avoid arrest, and is still 
at large. Public opinion is divided as to the 
shooting,many severely condemning the action of 
the jailor. Swafford was of a quarrelsome dis- 
— and had figured in several difficulties, 
eing cut and shot two or three tinres. Being 
uttacked by two men several yeurs ago, he 
wounded both and accidentally killed his father- 
in-law, who was an innocent spectator of the 
affray. Some time ago he was shot through the 
arm by Jeff Dibrell,a brother of Congressman 
Dibrell. He leaves a wife, but no children. 





A PRISONER BECOMES INSANE. 

Warsaw, N. Y., Oct. 17.—Christine Ahl, 
a comely middle-aged German woman, of Ben- 
nington, while on trial with her mother, a sep- 
tuagenarian, for attempting to burn their lim- 
burger cheese factory at night, which contained 
sleeping occupants, was called to the stand by 
the prosecution at the County Court to-day. It 
was at once discovered that the woman had be- 
come suddenly insane. The Judge, after ap- 
pointing a commission to examine into her 
lunacy, adjourned the case. The penalty is im- 
prisonment for life. The mental strain has 
provee too much for her. 

A PROBABLE HOMICIDE. 

BINGHAMPTON, N. Y., Oct. 17.—Patrick 
Fitzgerald, a workman on the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna apd Western Railroad, was found 
drowned this morning in a water course known 
as Brandywine Creek. He had wounds on his 
head and face, but they were not sufiicient to 
have caused death. Fuitzgerald’s dinner pail and 
hat were found on the bank. It is supposed that 
while going home some one knocked him down 
and rolled him into the stream. He was 45 years 
old and leaves a widow and several children.

THE WARFARE CAUSED BY THE 
WEST SHORE’S ACTION. 

THAT ROAD AND THE NEW-YORK CENTRAL 
FIGHTING OVER LOCAL TRAFFIC— 
OTHER ROADS DRAGGED IN ON BUF- 
FALO BUSINESS. 

The reduction by the West Shore Rail- 
way of its passenger rates between any points 
on its line one-half, or to the basis of lcent a 
mile, yesterday, was an open declaration of war 
against the New-York Centra! and Hudson 
River Railroad, The Erie and the Lacka- 
wanna, both of which run to Buffalo, 
were assured that the reduction was not intend- 
ed to injure them; that the object of the West 
Shore’s course was to popularize the line and 
effectually dispel the idea that it was in danger 
of falling into the hands of the New-York Cen- 
tral; the local business of the New-York Central’ 
only would be affected, and the Buffalo business 
ot the Lackawanna and Erie alone would suffer, 

The New-York Central took measures yester=— 
day to meet the local cut of the West Shore, and 
to-day will sell tickets to all points on its line at 
half the old rates, or 1 centamile. The West 
Shore tickets are good for 30 days; those of the 
New-York Central will be continuous train 
tickets—they must be used on the day pur- 
chased, and will possess no stop-over privileges.; 
The Erie and Lackawanna will confer to-day} 
and determine what course to pursue. They} 
must make the same rate to Buffalo as the West 


Shore, but they will not change their local rates. 
They will probably sell continuous train tickets 
from New-York to Buffalo at $4 65, the rate 
charged by the West Shore. Continuous train 
tickets cannot be ‘“* scalped” and cannot be used 
to demoralize local rates. 

There were indications yesterday of a desire 
to maintain the through ratesto Western points, 
like Chicago, as far as possible. The West Shore 
announced that it would make rates as low ag 
those offered by brokers or “scalpers.”” The 
brokers’ rates to Chicago were $15 by the Erie, 
Lackawanna, and West Shore, and $17 50 by 
the New-York Central, but it was gen- 
erally understood that tickets by the first 
three lines could be bought at $14 
At one time West Shore tickets sold at $13 50, 
and there were reports of sales at $13. In the 
afternoon the first-class rates were somewhat; 
improved. The Pennsylvania made no reduc- 
tions from the full tariff rates. The New- 
York Central and Erie sold no tickets at 
their regular offices below tariff rates. 
The New-York Central’s regular rate is $1 50 
above the West Shore regular rate. It threatens 
to begin selling over its own counters at $1 or 
$150 over the West Shore low rate. It was 
stated that the regular rate from Buffalo to 
Chicago of $12 by all hut two lines was cut to 
$7 in suffalo. If that wasso.the $4 65 charged 
by the West Shore would make the first class 
fare from New-York toChicago only $11 65. 
There were reports that even the West Shore’s 
reduced rate was cut to Albany and Buffalo. 

The West Shore’s reduction of its local rates 
seriously atfects the emigrant pool. The emi- 
grant tare to Buffalo is $6 and to Chicago $13. 
The Commissioners of Emigration have the right 
to demand that the emigrant fare shall not ex- 
ceed the first class fare, and the railroads, to 
prevent the emigrant; riding in first class 
coaches, must reduce it. An effort will be made 
to save the emigrant pool, and the emigrant rate 
will be reduced to all points where it at present 
exceeds the first class fare. Steps to this end 
will be taken to-day. 

Henry Monett, the General Passenger Agent 
of the West Shore, said that the statements at- 
tributing the reduction by the West Shore to the 
intluence of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
were absurd. Nothing had occurred to disturb 
the relations between the West Shore and Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. The West Shore would not 
permit the Baltimcre and Ohio to make it a 
party to the fight between the Baltimore 
and Ohio and the Pennsyivania. The West 
Shore would be very short — sighted 
if it did not accept the business that the Balti- 
more and Ohio wasabie to turn over toit. The 
reduction in rates had resuited in greatly stimu- 
lating travel. New-York Central officers said 
the West Shore would gain nothing, as the New- 
York Central would keep all its business by 
making the same rates, and would obtain 
most of the new business on account 
ot its being the old established route. 
An Erie officer said the Erie had nothing to.do 
with starting the fight, either on |Incal or throngh 
business. It had maintained rates when other 
roads had cut them. The scalpers were disposed 
to resent the action of the West Shore in making 
the same rates they did. It was, however, state 
that the West Shore still gave them a margin of 
profit, but it behooved them to keep rates up, for 
to cut this commission was to take money out of 
their own pockets. That was one explanation 
of the stiffening up of rates yesterday afternoon. 
There was an intimation that the West Shore 
might make astill further reduction of its local 
rate, in view of the New-York Central’s reduc- 
tion. Neither Commissioner Fink nor Vice- 
Chairman Pierson has taken any steps as yet to 
end the war. The poolscan be reorganized more 
quickly than b-fore,as the machinery is all 
ready to put in operation and only needs agree- 
ment among the railroads. 


BurFFato, N. Y., Oct. 17.—General Pas- 
senger Agent Weeks, of the West Shore Road, 
says he has orders from New-York tose!l passen- 
ger tickets to Albany, New-York, and inter- 
mediate points at half price. The road therefore 
sells at $4 65 to New-York, or $9 25 with return 
ticket, but tickets are sold at a lower 
rate than this. It is said New-York tickets 
have been sold to-day for $3 each, and 
that the Erie cells as low as_ the 
West Shore. The Lackawanna seils New-York 
tickets for $5, and the Central for $6 50. All the 
roads dicker with passengers, and it is said all 
sell lower than these figures. A railroad man 
to-day expressed the opinion that rates will sink 
to $1 to New-York before they will improve. 
Officers of the Central and Erie are said to have 
had a corsultation to-day, and they are said 
to be working together, but there is little 
outward indication of it. Western rates appear, 
to be thoroughly demoralized. ‘“ Literally,’” 
said an agent to-day, “ there are no rates at all.””! 
Tickets for first-class passage to Chicago are sold 
for $9, and even $8, and second class still lower. 
From the West the prediction comes that a cut 
in freight rates will follow, and it is even said 
that the Lackawanna has already begun it. 


RocHEstTeR, N. Y., Oct. 17.—The railwa 
rate war has created great excitement in this 
city. West Shore officials declare that ticket 
sales to-day have doubled because of the cutin 
rates, the greatest increase being in through’ 
tickets to New-York. New-York Central men 
are generally taciturn, but say there has been no 
diminution in their business. They expect mo- 
mentary orders to reduce rates to onecenta 
mile. 


CANAJOHARTE, N. Y., Oct. 17.—Investiga- 
tion at several stations on the We.-t Shore route, 
in the Mohawk Valley, this afternoon, showed 
double the usual travel. The West Shore and 
the Central are waging a bitter warfare in this 
section. Last mght a political delegation from 
Fonda to Albany was secured by the Central at 
15 cents. The regular fare is 88 cents. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—The cutting of 
west-bound passenger rates by several of the 
trunk lines has had no effect upon the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. Officials of that company say 
that rates will be firmly maintained. ‘“* We are 
perfectly satisfied,” said Assistant General Pas- 
senger Agent Boyd this afternoon, “tbat the 
public who desire first-class accommodation ar@ 
willing to pay a reasonable charge for it.”

REPORT THAT MR. VANDERBILT IS TO BE 
ASKED TO NAME A PRESIDENT. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—Counsel for the 
Schuylkill Navigation Company appeared before 
Judges McKennan and Butler, in the United 
States Circuit Court, this morning, and presented 
ajpetition asking for an order on the Receivers of 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad Company 
forthe payment of $219,016 16 for arrearage of 
rental due under the existing lease of the former 
to the latter company. The annual rental under 
this lease, which was entered into in July, 1870, 
is $635,776 55. Theamount now overdue is made 
up of a balance of $60,072 52 tor the quarter end- 


ing July 1, 1884, and $158,944 14 for the full 
amount of the quarter from July 1 to Oct. 1. 
The court referred the matter to Gedrge M. 
Dallas, the Master under the Receivership, ta 
inquire into the matters alleged in the petition 
and report to the court whether tbe relief therein 
prayed for should be granted. 

The Receivers of the Reading Railroad have 
at last awakened to the imperative necessity of 
making an explicit statement of the affairs of 
the road, showing in detail the resources and 
liabilities of the company and the means at 
command for meeting the various obligations. 
It is understood the statement will be filed on 
Saturday or Monday in the United States court.

A portion of this floating debt has already been 
paid, The officers of the company declare that 
the earnings for the current year will be larger 
than ever before. The Directors have not yet 
decided on a p/an for disposing of the new bonds.

LET AND “‘ MARI” AT THE ODEON. 

THREE ACTS, TWENTY-SEVEN TABLEAUS, 
AND ONE PROLOGUE — CHARMING 
SCENES AND TOUCHING SITUATIONS— 
THE CORNEILLE CENTENNIAL, 

Paris, Oct. 3.—The swallows have 
sailed off southward, but it scarcely need- 
ed their migration to warn us that Win- 
ter isathand. Spick and span new the- 
atrical posters and three premicres in the 
same week are as sure symptoms. The 
Chatelet was the last to reopen, but M. 
Floury, who presides over its destinies, 
felt that to delay longer might make in- 
vidious people argue that he is in the same 
category of insolvents as “ divine Sarah’’— 
Sarcey’s most recent epithet—who just 
escaped being sold out for debt on 
Saturday, thanks to M. Duquesnal’s 
liberalty. M. Floury felt that the 
moment had arrived, and so launched irfto 
existence the “Hen with the Golden 
Eggs,’’ one of those spectacular fairy plays 
in 3 acts, 27 tableaus, and 1 prologue 
which, although very properly qualified 
as an “inept platitude,’’ will attract all 
Paris for the next 365 consecutive nights. 
As it has been an admitted fact for the 
last 25 years that neither plot nor dialogue 
nor dramatic unity are of the least con- 
sequence in any féeric, MM. Dennery and 
Clairvile have made no effort to break 
with tradition, which indeed, notwith- 
standing the ingenuity of these authors, 
would have been a difficult matter. 
To have their 3 acts, 27 tableaus, 
and 1 prologue they have simply 
taken the hen and her eggs as a starting 
point; they have supposed each egg to be 
a talisman, have given a basketful of these 
talismanic eggs to each of their dramatis 
persone, and have furthermore so ar- 
ranged that every time anybody breaks 
an egg his or her wish is immediately re- 
alized, all of which is accomplished by 
some scenic metamorphosis. ‘ You horrid 
little wretch,” says the Princess to the 
peasant girl, *‘ you are rude to me and I'll 
have you and your cabin burned.”’ * Ah! 
you'll have me burned, will you, oh 
daughter of the King,’’ replies the peasant 


girl. ‘‘ Very well, then I will transport 
you to the Palace of Light!’’ Crack! She 
breaks an egg, and the Palace of Light is 
before us, as, a little later, we are intro- 
duced to the Caverns of Darkness and 
the Realms of the Shellfish, and the Gar- 
den of Harmony, with its Indian pa- 
goda and its veranda built of drums, 
trombones, violoncellos, lyres, and saxo- 
phones, also the home of the enchanted 
reeds and the paradise of flowers, with, of 
course, a final apotheosis, which may be 
an apotheosis of the hen, or of the King, 
or of the peasant girl Florine, or of any- 
thing you may choose, having paid your 
money, but which is generally supposed to 
be the apotheosis of the nude. 1 remem- 
ber how, in the last days of the empire, 
the censors Veiled their faces at the plastic 
exhibitions of Mme. Mariani, at this same 
theatre of the Chatelet, and called upon 
the revolution to chastise the impurity of 
Babylon. The revolution did come, but if 
any one be curious concerning Babylon’s 
consequent purification, 1 advise the con- 
templation of the “ Poule aux ufs d’Or,”’ 
Sit out, if you can, that piece, and you will 
be particularly edified as to the reforma- 
tion of France 14 years after her dismem- 
berment. 

The Odéon’s success, the ‘‘ Mari,’’ a so- 
called drama by Artbur Arnould and 
Eugéne Nus, is clever and interesting, but, 
like the ‘ Divorce” at the Vaudeville, 
although abounding in dramatic qualities, 
itisnotadrama. Its principal author is a 
sympathetic personality with many and 
an antipathetic personality with more, and 
for that reason will have a good run for 
his piece, notwithstanding its incongruity. 
M. Arnould has been heretofore rather a 
political writer than a playwright, and 
Was so compromised in the affairs of the 
Commune, of which he was a great lumi- 
nary, that only a timely fiight across the 
Swiss frontier saved him from a journe 
to Noumea, with hard labor afterward. 
Exile rather cured him of certain notions 
concerning the proper use of liberty 
which he once entertained in com- 
mon with others of his political core- 
ligionists, and on his return, after the 
amnesty, instead of devoting himself to 
crimination and recrimination, he set him- 
self bravely to work to earm an honest liv- 
ing with his pen, which he did quite com- 
fortably, publishing several novels over 
the pseudonym of “A. Mathey,’’ which he 
adopted, fearing lest the name of an ex- 
Communard on a book cover would 
searcely be a passport to public favor. 
Of this apprehension, however, the re- 
ception of his piece, not in disguise, on 
Thursday must have relieved him. It 
would seem that the first act of any play 
is relatively of easy construction, as the 
French repertory has a hundred very me- 
diocre plays of which the first act is almost 
a chef d’euvre. Every one of M. Sardou’s 
dramas has a remarkable firstact; the first 
act of ‘‘ Divorce’ was pronounced “ very 
superior,” the first act of the ‘Mari’ 
“took the audience by storm.” Count 
Gontran de Roveray, a ruined clubman, 
has married the heiress Henriette Rollin, 
not merely in order to pay his debts with 
her millions, but to continue to keep up 
the establishment of Mme. Olympe de 
Prégny, a lady who is separated from her 
husband, and Henriette’s most intimate 
friend. Olympe is bad. It is she who 
managed the marriage to help her impe- 
cunious lover, and had destroyed all the 
letters which the orphan ought to have 
received from her betrothed, Maurice 
Robert, (off in America somewhere,) add- 
ing to her iniquity by the publication of 
the aforesaid M. Robert’s union to the 
daughter of a wealthy merchant of New- 
York. This is the situation: when the 
curtain rises; all the first act is devoted 
to the exposition of the various incidents 
by which the Countess de Royeray, after a 
year of matrimony, discovers the treach- 
ery of which she has been made the vic- 
tim, the climax being reached in an inter- 
view between her husband’s carriage 
builder and herself in the presence of 
Mme. de Prégny. Thissceneis drawn with 
a masterly hand. “It is my husband’s 
business, not mine; address yourself to 
him,” she replies to the importunate 
tradesman. “J should have thought that 
Madame weuld scarcely refuse the pay- 
ment of what was ordered expressly for 
herself. A coupé lined with blue satin and 
two sorrels!’’ ‘‘Butihaveno such equi- 
page,” says thelady. ‘“Iseeit before your 
door now,” continues the man, pointing 
through the window to the carriage and 
horses with which Mme. de Prégny had 
been ben. The effect is admirable. 
* But,” every body says,* Whatnext? What 
sequel can be given to this situation? 
The whole drama, intrigue, and dénoue- 
ment is in this situation; the drama ought 
to finish just where it begins.” Everybody, 
though logical, is wrong in so thinking and 
saying; everybody forgets that authors, 
to make up their five acts, will dare do 
anything. They may be without incidents, 
without a dénouement; that matters noth- 
ing; they will suppose the evaporation of 
water at 2° below zero and its coagulation 
at 100° above zero rather than not prolong 
their drama. They must have their five 
acts at any price, and they get them. 
Arnould and Nusjwould have been embar- 
rassed in the development of their drama 
by the French Civil Code as it exists, so 
they have constructed ex projesso a 
civil code for their own _— special 
use. To roceed with their drama 
they need that the possession of 
a child should be disputed by two fa- 
thers, the natural and real father and the 
father according to the law, and they have 
invented all sorts of combinations of an 
imaginary law in order to get a father who 
did not exist. Everybody is forced to bow 
to the yoke of this pitiless law of fantasy. 
Commissaries of Police and gendarmes are 
brought in to execute this law, and a 
touching declamation against the barbar- 
ity of a code which tears an infdnt from 
its mother brought into requisition at least 
500 handkerchiefs iu the upper boxes. The 
whole piece has changed its character. In 
the first act there was no question of an 
infant, no more is there in the second, 
which shows how the injured Jady decides 
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tion from her unworthy husband, but will 
m mously give him all her money 
and retire to a convent, which nobility of 
soul is greatly applauded by the “gods,” 
who universally do applaud the giv- 
ing away of millions on any pretext. 
But in the third act a child suddenly 
geen up, for between that act and 
the one preceding it, Henrietta has 
changed her mind about monastic life, 
having gone away with Maurice toa “love 
nest’’ in Brittany, where they are ever so 
ees , “the world forgetting. by the 
world forgot,”’ and would ey 80 re- 
main, if the wicked Gontran had not 
turned up. “I want that baby,” says 
Gontran; ;“‘all your money is spent, but 
my aunt has left me her fortune, only the 
legacy is coupled with the proviso that I 
have a child, otherwise everything goes to 
a religious community.” ‘Never will I 
resign my Jeannette,”’ shrieks the mother. 
“You shall,” says the Count, to whose aid 
immediately enter one magistrate and two 
gendarmes, who explain that Article No. 
312 of the Code gives the right to any hus- 
band,no matter how much he may be 
in partibus, to claim any child born dur- 
ing his marriage. In point of fact, this in- 
terpretation of Article 312 is precisely the 
reverse of the legislator’s intention, which 
was to protect the woman against a dis- 
avowal of paternity on the part of her hus- 
band, except judgment to that effect be 
rendered by a competent court. However, 
the authors needed their own particular 
interpretation, and the audience accepts 
and weeps over it. losing sight of the cir- 
cumstance that legally little Jeannette is 
nobody’s child, and that, Maurice being in 
his own house, nothing of Jeannette’s pa- 
ternity is established because she was born 
and brought up in that house. Still, spite 
of all this absurdity, there are some charm- 
ing scenes and pathetic situations in the 
two final acts, and I applauded as enthusi- 
astically as my neighbors when M.Daucney, 
Maurice's friend and the long-lost husband 
of Olympia, shoots the wicked Count—the 
husband’s right according to the code, you 
know—and thus cutting the gordian knot, 
leaves the heroine free to legitimize her 
position. It was a rather unexpected dé- 
nouement, but otherwise the situation of 
Henrietta and her Maurice would have 
been inextricable. 

The third premiére—for the revival of the 
“Invalides du Mariage,”’ though having 
all the honors and successes of a premiére, 
is merely a revival—premtére No. 3 is the 
mass said at the Church of St. Roch, in 
honor of the centennial of Corneille’s 
death, to which the curate, with a tact 
unfortunately too rarely found among his 
colleagues, invited the attendance of the 
ladies and gentlemen of the Comédie Fran- 
gaise, to the infinite horror of the Univers, 
which Ultramontane organ takes great 
pains to explain that the circumstances 
occurred not because the Church less 
severely condemns the prefession of the 
comedian, but because the Father of 
Frenck tragedy was also the author of 
‘** Polyeucte,”’ which is the glorification of 
martyrdom, and, in addition, merited 
ecclesiastical indulgence by his versifica- 
tion of the “Imitation de Jésus Christ.’ 
The Univers takes occasion to say that, 
notwithstanding the talent of Moliére, 
such homage can never be rendered to the 
memory of him who wrote “Tartuffe”’ and 
the ** Misanthrope.” 
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THE LOCAL TICKET PROBLEM.

THE QUESTIONS AND CANDIDATES PUZZLING 


THE DIFFERENT ORGANIZATIONS, 


The problem of preparing a local ticket 
by the Republicans continues unsolved, and 
some persons are disposed to believe that 
it was even more complicated by the 
action of the County Convention in adjourning 
over. It appears now to be the fact that the 
Republicans are awaiting the action of the 
County Democracy and other anti-Tammany 
organizations before putting a ticket of their 
own in the field, 

It is well understood that a portion of the 
party, with President Arthur at its head, 1s 
desirous of seeing Levi M. Bates nominated for 
Mayor and Surrogate Daniel J. Rollins for Dis- 
trict Attorney. Mr. Rollins still has four years 
to serve as Surrogate. The term of the 
District Attorney is only three years, and 


Mr. Rollins, to accept the nomiuation, would be 
compelled to resign his office of Surrogate. Some 
other members of the party, among them 
John J. O’Brien, are quite as anxious 
to see ex-Alderman Jobn McClave nomi- 
nated for Mayor. They appear to be divided 
among themselves, however, upon the question 
of a District Attorney. Charlies S. Spencer is 
urged by some of them and ex-Agssistant District 
Attorney George W. Lyon by others. The 
County Convention adjourned to the call of 
Chairman O’Brien, and the result of ail this 
manceuvring may be the nomination of a ticket 
very late in the campaign. 

Among Democrats generally the nomination 
of Robert B. Roosevelt, by the anti-Tammany- 
ites is not considered probable. Ex-Mayor Ed- 
ward Cooper is oe A urged by some Demo- 
crats,on the ground that he would prove ac- 
ceptable to the business Community as well as 
to the members Of his party generally. Ex-Mayor 
Cooper is making a strong bid for the nomina- 
tion at the hands of the County Democracy, if 
surface indications are accepted as of an 
value. Joseph J. O'Donoghue’s claims would, 
it is believed, receive consideration, if Tam- 
many would pull young Mr. Grant out 
of the field and agree to support Mr. O’Donoghue 
instead. Mr. O'Donoghue, it will be remem- 
bered, declined to accept the Mayoralty nomina- 
tion from Tammany on the ground that he 
could not affora to accept any nomination that 
was not backed by-a united Democracy.

CONVENIENT MORMON IGNORANCE. 

Sar LAKE City, Utah, Oct. 17.—In the 
trial of Rudger Clawson, son of Bishop Clawson, 
for polygamy, Judge Zane to-day ruled that the 
admissions of the accused in regard to his second 
marriage were competent testimony. A son of 
Delegate Paine told of such admissions made by 


Clawson, but relatives of the accused testified 
that they had never heard him speak of his sec- 
ond marriage, nor had they ever heard it men- 
tioned in his presence. 
Jobn Taylor testified that he did not 
know if the marriage records were 
kept in the Endowment House, where they were, 
if any were kept, or who was the custodian of 
them. President Angus Cannon testified that 
he knew of no records, and Elias Smith testified 
to the same effect. None of them knew anything 
about the second marriage of the defendant. 
President Cannon testified that he sometimes 
wrote the names of the persons to be married on 
a slip of paper, in order to refresh his memory as 
the ceremony proceeded, but after the services 
were over he burned the slip and never toid the 
names to anybody. 
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MURDER NEAR LEADVILLE. 
Denver, Col., Oct. 17.—Sam Baldwin, a 
teamster for the Daisy Mine, was found dead ina 
lonely gulch near the foot of Old Mosquito Pass, 


in the vicinity of Leadville, with a builet 
hole in his head and his face battered to 
a jelly. He had been beaten, shot, and 
dragged some distance. His clothes were 
nearly stripped from his body, and a belt, 
containing $1,100, bad been taken from 
his person. ‘A’rude mask was found near the 
body. The murdered man was 35 years 
old, and has a wife and several children, 
who are now in Galesburg, Ill. James 
G. Gillespie and one Minic have been 
arrested, charged with the murder. A valise be- 
jJonging to Gillespie, containing bloody clothes, 
was found to-day. Minich confesses, implicat- 
ing Gillespie and others. Excitement runs high, 
and it is possible the prisoners will be lynched.

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NEWS AT HEADQUARTERS. 


THE PROSPECT AS VIEWED BY THE TWO 
GREAT PARTIES. 

James D. Houston, of New-Orleans; ex- 
Mayor Solomon Scheu, of Buffalo, and Senator 
Warfield, of Maryland, were visitors to the 
National Democratic Committee’s headquarters 
yesterday. Mr. Honston’s reception by the 
Democrats was most cordial. He was one of the 
Democrats who was instrumental in procuring 
& Cleveland delegation to Chicago. Mr. 
Houston smiles broadly when asked what 
truth there is in certain statements 
that there is hope for Blaine in his State. 


“About as much as there is for him in Missis- 
sippi. Nobody who has ever lived in Louisiana 
would ask the question,” was his reply. Senator 
Wartield reported that in response to Mr. 
Blaine'’s request he had followed the caravan all 
over Ohio, and liberally distributed the Mulligan 
letters at every place where it pitched its tent 
and placed the tattooed man on exhibition. He 
says the letters were a revelation to scores of 
Republicans who had been deprived by the Uhio 
press of the opportunity even of reading and 
considering them. 

Ex-Mayor Scheu is responsible for a statement 
that will encourage Cleveland’s friends. He oars 
that the independents have in writing the 
names of 2,000 Republicans of Buffalo who have 
pledged themselves to vote for the Gov- 
ernor. Among the number are Albert 
Ziegele, the wealthy brewer; F. M. Lauts, 
of Lauts Brothers, large manufacturers; 
Dr. Edward Storck, William C. Rryant, 
the lawyer. and ex-Senator E. Carlton Sprague. 
These gentlemen are al! lifelong Republicans, 
and three of them, Messrs. Ziegele, Lauts, and 
Storck, are prominent Germans. The Blaine 
people, Mr. Scheu says, will be surprised to find 
that the First Ward, which some of them ex- 
pect may give a Republican majority, will give 
at least 700 Democratic majority. Erie County, 
adds Mr. Scheu, will give Mr. Cleveland 2,500 
majority. 

The Democratic National Committee received 
adispatch from Committeeman Prather, of St. 
Louis, saying that the Democratic m sting held 
in that city Thursday evening was the largest 
political gathering ever seen in St. Louis. ‘Our 
people,” says Mr. Prather, “view the result in 
Ohio as substantially a victory, and look forward 
to the November election with renewed con- 
fidence.” The Ohio election has had theeffect 
of ljargely increasing the contributions to 
the opular campaign fund. A Paterson 
(N. J.) man sends $10 and_ the prediction 
that his State will put its 9 Electoral votes in 
the Cleveland column. A New-Yorker sends a 
check for $15 as the contribution of himself and 
two friends, and saysthat he was inspired to 
make the gr y 2 great Academy of Music 
meeting. rom Rockland, Me., comes $1, and 
from Longview, Texas, a check for $40. enty 
dollars, made up of subscriptions of 26 cents to 
$2, comes from Russellville, Ark., and $34 50 
from 15 Democrats of Alina, Wis., who promise 
to overturn the Republican majority of 120 in 
the total vote of that village. 

Bonfires are to burn on every hill, if the state- 
ments of the Blaine managers at the State Com- 
mittee’s headquarters are to be believed. Mr. 
Henry E. Abell, who has charge of the speakers. 
is preparing engagements for Cabot Lodge and 
ex-Gov. Long,ex-independents,of Massachusetts; 
and Messrs. Boxrtelle, Milliken, Alexander M. 
Sullivan, Col. Boland, and Judge Brennan, 
who are fresh from Ohio. Mr. Sullivan 
is not expected to describe the election scenes 
which he witnessed in Cincinnati, including the 
arming of the negroes and the sending of them 
down into the Irish wards with their bulldog 
pistols and clubs. A request came to the com- 
mittee from Brooklyn asking fora place in the 
Blaine procession and promising the presence 
of 2,500 men. Secretary of State Carr will 
probably be the Grand Marshal of this 
parade. It is not expected that the demon- 
stration will begin to compare with the great 
Garfield display of four years ago. It is gotten 
up merely for the purpose of, satisfying Mr. 
Blaine that he has some friends in this city, even 
if the business men have deserted him in large 


numbers.

M’SWEENEY TELLS HIS STORY. 


——~_—»>-- — 
BLAINE REFUSING TO INTERFERE TO GET 
HIM OUT OF PRISON. 

The reception to Daniel McSweeney, the 
“ American suspect,” attractea to the Academy 
of Music last evening a crowd which packed the 
auditorium to the dome and filled the lobbies of 
the great building. McSweeney was escorted to 
the Academy from the New-York Hotel by the 
Sullivan Cleveland and Hendricks Club of the 
Second Assembly District, which marched up 
Broadway with lighted torches and amida liberal 
display of fireworks, which drew together great 
crowds along the line of march. When the sus- 
pect made his appearance on the stage of the 
Academy he was greeted with a roar of ap- 
plause which continued for fully a minute, dur- 


ing which he stood bowing to the audience. 
When he finally seated himself it was by the side 
of Mayor Edson. 

The stage was filled with gentlemen, promi- 
nent among whom were Judge W. H. Kelly, 
Gen. Martin T. McMahon, the Rev. Father Mc- 
Glynn, Street-cleaning Commissioner Coleman, 
Park Commissioner Crimmins, Register 
pally. William M. Cole, Congressman Abram 
8s. ewitt. a gf omg William E. Rob- 
inson, ex-Sheri Bowe, and State Senator 
M. C. Murphy. To the lett of the stage 
stood an elegant green banner bearing the 
words: ** Cleveland and Hendricks; Justice to 
Ireland,” which was presented to the Sullivan 
Clubbv Mrs. Thomas A. Hendricks. A_ brass 
band, stationed in the gallery, played Irish and 
American national airs and kept the audience 
in good-humor while waiting for the speeches. 

Justice Kelly called the meeting to order. It 
was, he said, a meeting of American citizens in 
the broadest sense, including native and natural- 
ized, called to reaffirm the old principle that an 
American citizen was entitled to the protection 
ot his flag all over the world. Justice Kelly pro- 
posed Mayor Edson for Chairman ot the meet- 
ing, and the proposition was met with a round of 
sooo, during which the Mayor stepped to the 

ront. 

After thanking the great audience for its cor- 
dial reception, Mayor Edsonsaid: ** Wehave as- 
sem bled to discuss a subject of no usual impor- 
tance, to call the attention of the;United States to 
the rights of American citizens abroad. Weshall 
present here this evening,” said the Mayor,“ a 
living illustration of the manner in which Mr. 
Blaine performed his duties as Secretary of State. 
It 1s for you to decide whether you will elect to 
the Presidency a man who allowed American 
citizens to languish in dungeons with no protec- 
tion from the Government, or that other man 
who has always done his duty in every position 
that he has held, Grover Cleveland.” 

The name of Cleveland was received with a 
perfect roar of appiause, and it was some time 
before silence was restored. Then Mayor Edson 
introduced the Hon.-Algernon 8. Sullivan, who 
was also loudly cheered as hestepped to the front. 
His remarks, which were brief, were often in- 
terrupted by applause. 

The appearance of McSweeney was the signal 
for a small tempest in the audience. Hats and 
handkerchiefs were waved and men yelled them- 
selves hoarse in applauding the suspect. Mr. 
McSweeney’s address was a plain story of his im- 
prisonment in England and Minister Lowell's 
neglect to secure his release. Hx declared 
that he had never renounced his citizenship 
of this country, that he was imprisoned for sim- 
ply expressing sympathy for the Parnell agita- 
tion, in which he took no active part, and that 
when he appealed to Minister Lowell to secure 
his release that official answered his letter stat- 
ing that it would be futile to claim that 
naturalized citizens of the United States 
were exempt from the operation of the 
Coercion act. The only case, in his 
opinion, in which he could interfere would 
be when an American citizen who was in Ire- 
land attending exclusively to his own business 
and taking no part whatever in public meetings 
or political discussions should be arrested. He 
had communicated his views to Mr. Blaine, and 
4 received no instructions in a contrary 
spirit. 

A Voice—Burn that letter! Tie it up with the 
Mulligan letters! 

Mr. McSweeney continued that he wrote to 
Mr. Lowell in answer, teliing him that it was the 
first time he had ever heard that there was any 
ditference between an American citizen and a 
naturalized American citizen. Mr. Lowell iu re- 
ply to this sent Mr. McSweeney back his certifi- 
cate of citizenship, and Earl Spencer's wurrant 
for his arrest. telling him that he was treated 
as British subjects were treated, and be could 
not see that his was an exceptional case. 
James G. Blaine indorsed the view of Minister 
Lowell that a naturalized citizen was not an 
American citizen. Nothing could be more false 
than that McSweeney had lost his citizenship by 
holding office under the British Government. 
Seven months after his release he was elected a 
Poor Law Guardian by the people of his district 
in order to vindicate him. He took no oath, 
never held an office under Great Britain, and 
never would. [Applause. 

With this declaration Mr. McSweeney retired, 
amid thunders of applause, and Gen. McMahon 
then read a long list of resolutions condemning 
Blaine’s neglect to take prompt action in regard 
to the imprisoned suspects, and requesting the 
removal of Minister Lowell, by the President. 
These were passed unanimously, and Congress- 
man Abram 8. Hewitt then told how Congress 
finally became aroused on the question of the 
release of the prisoners, and as a result they were 
liberated after Mr. Blaine had retired from office. 

**It is your first duty as American citizens,” 
said Mr. Hewitt, “to see to it thata President is 
cbosen who will execute the laws. Has Grover 
Cleveland ever failed to execute alaw? [No! 
No!) Has he not always done his duty asan 
official, as a Sheriff ot Erie County and Gov- 
ernor of New-York ¢” [Yes! Yes!] The speaker 
closed by denouncing the idea that an American 
citizen could be arrested and held in prison 
abroad without being tried, and declaring that 
Blaine was responsible for the humiliation 
brought on the Nation by the violation of this 
principle. 

Mrs. Parnell and Father McGlynn, Pastor of 
St. Stephen’s Roman Catholic Church, addressed 
the audience, and when the meeting closed, with 
ringing cheers for Cleveland and Hendricks, it 
was very near midnight.

CANADIAN BANK STATEMENTS. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Oct. 17.—The monthly 
Government statement of the condition of the 
banks acting under Canadian charter for Sep- 
tember holds out little hope of an early im- 
provement in the trade of the Dominion. Asan 
indication of the feeling of want of confidence 
of the public tuward the banks it may be 
said that during the past year $3,500,000 
held on deposit have been withdrawn and placed 
in Government savings banks for better securi- 
ty. The increase of 40 per cent. in overdue debts 


is a subject for serious comment. Owing to dull- 
ness in the grain trade the circulation has fallen 
off $1,600,000. Grain receipts at Montreal up to 
date have fallen off 25 per cent. as compared with 
the corresponding period of last year, while 
shipments dropped 36 per cent., while balances 
due from United States banks declined $1,500,000, 
and balances due from Great Britain slightly in- 
creased, pointing to the fact that exports to the 
United States had fallen off and increased to 
Great Britain. Balance due from Canada to 
United States banks decreased 56 per cent. during 
the year, which is accounted for in alarge falling 
off in imports from that country.

HOW TO RUN STREET RAILROADS. 


2. 
CONSIDERING THE QUESTION AND THEN 
EATING A DINNER. 

More than 100 gentlemen, representing 
all the principal street railway companies in the 
United States and Canada, took a farewell din- 
ner at Delmonico’s last night. The toasts and 
responses were full of wit, principally confined 
to local puns and a play upon names, 
It was a complimentary dinner, giv- 
en by the street railroad magnates of 


New-York and Brooklyn, to delegates of the 
association from all the country round. This 
was the first meeting of the association in New- 
York, and the third meeting in its history. It 
was organizedin Boston in 188. The year fol- 
lowing the delegates shook hands and exchanged 
views in Chicago. This year they decided to 
visit New-York. Next year they wili lift the 
social wine glass in St. Louis. 

The dinner had been preceded by a protracted 
business meeting, allowing ample opportunity 
for an interchange of opinions and business ex- 
perience. A paper was read on the practical 
use of salt in removing snow and ice trom the 
railroad tracks. The general belief was 
that the salt was injurious to the horses 
and detrimental to public health. Per- 
sons who had. given it a_ practical 
test asserted the contrary. Dr. A. B. Whitney, 
of this city, said that the use of sait was de- 
cidedly beneficial, both to the horses and to the 
public generally, and it was remarked that the 
Chicago City Railroad Company was in the habit 
of soaking the feet of their horses in sait brine 
twice as strong as the water from the 
ocean, with a view to _increasing their 
usefulness and durability. The new schemes 
for electric and cable motive power, which are 
being constantly forced upon the attention of 
street railway companies, were thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and the merits and demerits of each plan 
subjected to the microscope of economy, availa- 
bility, and profit. The general belief seemed to 
be that in the near future electric motive power 
would crowd all others from the field. The 
graduating system of compensation was pulled 
to pieces and talked over, with a general agree- 
ment in favor of continuing it. 

In responding to the after-dinner toasts, the 
speakers admitted the right of the traveling pub- 
lic to growl at street railway service, but in- 
sisted that its proper maintenance was essential 
to the growth of agreat city. The faithfulness 
of hard-werking employes was duly acknow!l- 
edged, and their long and faithful serviee 
remembered in sparkling champagne. The 
prominent surface roads of the country 
were represented, as follows: Charlies A. Rich- 
ards, of the Metropolitan Road. of Boston; 
James K. Lake, of the Chicago West Side Rail- 
road; John 8. Walsh, of the Citizens’ Road, St. 
Louis; C. B. Holmes, of the Chicago City Rail- 
road, using both cable and horse power; B. F, 
Lasher, of the Bridgeport (Conn.) Horse Railroad 
Company: C. A. Richardson, of the Atlantic-Av- 
enue Railroad, Brooklyn; James W.Foshay,of the 
Broadway and Seventh-avenue roads, this city; 
Lewis Lyon, of the Third-avenue road; Jacob 
aa oe the Twenty-third-street surface road, 
and illiam 8. Thorne, of the Second-avenue 
line. Mr. O. P. Arnold, of Salt Lake City, touched 
the limit of Western representatives. The follow- 
ing officers were elected: C. A. Richards, Boston, 
President; J. 8S. Walsh, of St. Louis; Henry 
M. Watson, of Buffalo, and Edward Lusker, of 
Montreal, Vice-Presidents; William J. Richard- 
son, of Brooklyn, Treasurer and Secretary; B. 
DuPont, of Toledo, and William White, of New- 
York, Executive Committee. 

During their visit here several of the members 
made a personal inspection of the cable system 
in use on the Brooklyn bridge, and were con- 
vinced that the Trustees had not yet secured the 
right “ grip.” 


THE DROUGHT IN THE SOUTH. 


ELEVEN WEEKS OF CONTINUED DRY 
WEATHER CAUSES MUCH SUFFERING. 
Mosite, Ala., Oct. 17.—The drought is 
now nearly 11 weeks old, and there are no indi- 
cations of achange in the weatber. The nights 
are cooland the days pleasant, with refreshing 
breezes, but the sky both day and night is cloud- 
less. Hopesof a rain were indulgedin at the 


time of the equinox, for the clouds were heavy 
and indicated rain. This phase passed, and rain 
scems now as far offasever. Much inconvenience 
and some suffering exists all over the South. 
The springs, wells, and streams have completely 
dried up in many districts,and long drives to 
rivers have to be made to water cattle. The 
rivers themselves are very low, and are gradual- 
ly reaching the point noted in 1836, when the 
Alabama River could be waded at Montgomery. 
The cotton crop bus been burned out more than 
three weeks ago, and very little top crop can be 
made, and this little only in the low lands. The 
turnip crop, so much relied upon for stock 
feed, is a complete failure. Meantime, no 
seed can come up, although the farm- 
ers are continually resowing in hope 
that a rain may come and give the plants a start. 
This is particularly true of the Winter cabbage 
crop, of which so much is usually expected in 
this immediate neighborhood. The drought of 
this year is tne harder to endure from the fact 
that it is a repetition of what happened /ast year. 
Fortunately, the drought this vear began two 
weeks later than that of last year. and thecotton 
had achance to mature. On this account the 
drought of 1884 cannot equal in destructiveness 
that of 1883, no matter how Jong it lasts. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


French’s woolen mill, at Foster Station, 
near Ann Arbor, Mich., was destroyed by fire 
yesterday. The loss is $40,000; insurance un- 
known. The mill contained 12,000 pounds of 
wool and had orders for six months ahead. 


James Wood's one-story frame stable, at 
No. 206 East One Hundred and Ejigteenth-street, 
was destroyed last night by fire, and two horses 
owned by William Rodden, an expressman, were 
burned to death. The loss is about $800. 


An incendiary fire at Montague, Mich., 
on Wednesday night, destroyed the Upera House 
block, the Post Ottice, the express office, and the 
Office of the Weekly Lumberman. Aggregate 
loss, $70,000.

‘SOME FAMOUS FRENCH SCHOOLS.. 


——< 

Paris, Sept. 25.—On the first of the 
coming month the convents open their 
portals to pupils, who then leave home and 
holiday for an austere abode, where they 
are taught much mannerism, a vast 
amount of religion, fancy work of exqui- 
site outline, and some book lore besides the 
lives of the saints. The system peculiar to 
French instincts and custom is either the 
convent or Professors at home. The first 
belongs to an old-time habit—the convent 
for the maid and the regiment for the lad. 
Formerly there was, in the first place, no- 
where else to go, and even now, in aristo- 
cratic circles, where no vivifying, enlight- 
ening foreign element has happened to 
find its way. it would be considered heret- 
ical even to think of any other form of 
education. In cases where only daughters 
are household pets, too tenderly cherished, 
they are unfit, or at least they are thought 
too delicate, to bear the wear and tear of 
convent life. Then the more worldly sys- 
tem of Professors is added to the usual drill 
of the resident governess. The three 
aristocratic convents are the Couvent des 


Oiseaux, that of St. Joseph the Sacré Colur, 
and the Assomption. ‘The first is under 
the direction of a strictly legitimist lady— 
Mme. Estéve—whose family were attached 
to the King’s service. ‘The convent walls 
in the Rue de Sévres inclose a magnificent 
garden, in which the enormous halls and 
dormitories allow full scope for outdoor 
sportand healthful exercise. The uniform 
is severe, but thatis of little moment to 
a French girl who dreams only of luxury 
and fétes, when the title of Madame shall 
give wings to liberty and satisfaction to 
pent-up fancies. St. Joseph is situated 
near the Parc Monceau, one of the love- 
liest spots in Paris. By its situation the 
convent 1s extensively patronized by the 
foreign colony, which by right of selec- 
tion lives in the immediate vicinity. 
The Sacré Colur is by far the most sump- 
tuous among these establishments. It was 
originally built by Louis X1V. for his son, 
the Duke of Maine. Everything is of regal 
proportion and worth in its totality many 
millions. The convent is conducted witha 
degree of liberality and a certain horizon 
of actuality which become its fashionable 
clientéle ana which in a more plebeian at- 
mosphere would be deemed less than aus- 
tere. Here the renowned Professors of the 
Conservatoire are allowed full scope for 
the development of their technicalities. 
The fair pupils, in short, are prepared for 
their duties as social stars of more or less 
magnitude, this standard being tempered 
with that degree of belief and religion es- 
sential to every geutlewoman. In the As- 
somption have passed many notabilities, 
commencing with the unfortunate Queen 
Mercédés, and even now the daughters of 
the Count de Paris there receive that edu- 
cation which is considered necessary to 
their station and which is consistent with 
the preconceived ideas of the margin of 
woman’s education abroad. I| leave aside 
entirely the religious question. 

With the exception of the favor that 
convent life might suggest to rigid Catho- 
lics the peculiar measure of erudition 
afforded by the forced boundaries of clois- 
ter prohibition does not and can not be the 
ideal of culture sought for by American 
parents. The same advantages in the 
same line may be found at home, without 
the dread of separation and without the 
distance, which seems all the more alarm- 
ing to those who remain behind and for- 
ward their precious kith and kin. What 
seems far more likely to suit the peculiar- 
ities of our own people are the more liberal 
views, opinions, and realizations of the 
— in the vicinity of Paris. All re- 

igions are tolerated, protected, and al- 
lowed. While it isnot made the canon of 
every day life to the almost utter exclusion 
of brain food, it is considered to be 
worthy, necessary, dignified, and essential. 
Among the institutions of this description, 
combining our usual and every-day home 
comforts with the best advantages of cos- 
mopolitan education, none stand so high 
as the former Pension Bazot. Miss Tayler 
is the Directress. The grounds, situated in 
the Avenue du Roule, at Neuilly, have 
little to covetin the way of air, space, 
flowers, and beauty. The old-fashioned 
house has been so transformed that it looks 
like an English country seat amid a bower 
of roses and growing vines. There are 
undoubtedly many other worthy schools, 
but none have as by received such patron- 
age as will enable competition on equal 
footing with the monastic colleges except 
the exclusive institution above named.

DIVORCE STATISTICS IN FRANOE. 
From the London Times, 

Some interesting statistics on the subject 
of divorce have been put forward, the result of 
the duties of the Presidents of the Civil Tri- 
bunals during 1882. The total number of sepa- 
ration orders applied for was 5,004, but of these 
only 3,528 came before the courts to settle their 
differences, being a decrease of 165 over the 
previous year, although 259 in excess of theaver- 
age from 1876to 1880. Out of these cases 409 
were struck off the lists, 128 on account of 
the death of one of the parties implicated 
or from a disinclination to proceed with 


the case, and 281 from a_ reconciliation 
of the husbands and wives. This, there- 
fore, reduced the actual number of cases tried 
to 3,114, of which 308, about a tenth, were dis- 
missed, and an order of separation made in 2,806. 
Of the 3,523 actions on the list 3,016, or 86 per 
cent., were brought by the wives, and 507 only, 
or 14 per cent., by the husbands, while cross 
actions were brought by the latter in 140 cases 
and by the wivesin 42. This, however, scarcely 
relieves the male portion of French society from 
having to bear the greater portion of the blame 
of causing unhappiness in married lite. In 2,260 
of tbe cases, or 64 per cent., there were children 
to the marriages. As regards the occupa- 
tions of those seeking divorce the ma- 
jority came from the ranks of working 
men and servants, who numbered 1,518, 
or 43 per cent., the others being as foliows: In 
trade or business, 706; professional or living on 
private means, 480; agriculturists, 420; occupa- 
tion unknown, 899. The duration of the mar- 
ried life at the time of the petition for separa- 
tion varied —. In 23 cases the couples 
had been united less than 1 year; in 600 cases, 
from 1to 5 years; in 1,093 cases, from 5 to 10 years; 
in 1,251, from 10 to 20 years; in 40), from 2% to 30 
years; in 117, from 30'to 40 years, and in 19, from 
40 to 50 years. One can scarcely imagine that 
after so nearly approaching the golden wedding 
the family differences were not capable of be- 
ing arranged. Considering, too, the conven- 
tional aspect in which marriage is looked 
upon in France, it is surprising to find 
that incompatibility of temper, occasionally 
amounting to serious quarreling and personal 
injury, was the cause of separation in by far 
the greater number of cases, there having been 
only 28 in which one of the parties to the cause 
had been convicted for some serious crime, while 
in 152 cases an accusation of infidelity was made 
by the husband against the wife, the converse 
taking place in 104 cases. It is, of course, a mat- 
ter of extreme difficulty to ascertain the real 
proportion of separations throughout the coun- 
try, as there are so many which are made a mat- 
ter of private arrangement, of which no account 
is taken; but as far as official tables can tell us 
it would seem that in 1882 there were 280,460 mar- 
riages, while the separations legally decreed 
amounted to 2,806, being about10 divorces to 
1,000 marriages.

THE JOHN HARVARD STATUE. 
From the Boston Traveller, Oct. 16. 

The bronze statue of the Rev. John Har- 
vard, presented to Harvard University by Mr. 
Samuel F. Bridge, of Boston, typifies a wonder- 
ful fact in the spiritual history of this country. 
The young clergyman, the Rev. John Harvard, 
came here in 1658, and in one year diea of con- 
sumption. It wasto his gift of $700 that the 
great and honored university that bears his name 
owes its existence. It is the materialization of 


the parable of the loavs and fishes. It is a won- 
dertul illustration of the manner in which “ God 
giveth the increase.”” A noble purpose takes on 
outward means and grows from its own princi- 
ple. “ When a god wishes to ride,” says Em- 
erson, “every chip and stone will bud 
and shoot out winged feet to carry him.” So 
the purpose of the young minister to found 
a noble institution of learning in the new land 
to which he had come, took root and has ex- 
anded and grown to its present greatness, It is 
tting that his memory should be per peasee. 
In submitting this work to Mr. Duniel é. reuch, 
of Concord, thé university is fortunate in the 
artist. This statue will rank among the few 
great works of American sculpture. the young 
clergyman is represented sitting, holding an 
open Bible on his knee. The costume is the 
8 nee clerical garb of the seventeenth century. 
He is sitting in one of the heavily carved arm 
chairs of the period, with its curiously entwined 
scrolis of legs and back. The co:tume has low 
shoes, long, silk hose, loose knee breeches, and a 
tunic belted at the waist, while a long cloak, 
thrown back, falls in broad, picturesque folds.

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NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 
REPORT OF THE SURGEON-GENX- 
ERAL OF THE ARMY. 


COST OF MEDICAL AND HOSPITAL SUP- 


PLIES—THE ARMY MUSEUM. 

WasHinotTon, Oct. 17.—The Surgeon- 
General of the Army, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of War, says that an increased amount 
of appropriation for the purchase of artificial 
limbs and appliances for the next fiscal year is 
necessary. He speaks of the apparent hardships 
jn carrying out the laws for furnishing trusses, 
and recommends that the existing law on 
this subject be so amended as to cor- 
respond with that relating to artificial 
limbs. Medical and hospital supplies were 
issued during the year to the amount of $166,567, 
and the cost of the supplies required during the 
current fiscal year will probably exceed that 
amount by at least $25,000. He renews the sug- 
gestion made in his iastannual report, that 
Congress so legislate as to permit the sale of 
medical supplies to civilian employes. The to- 
tal number of deaths among white troops was 
250, or 12 per 1,000 of mean strength, an increase 
of 2per 1,000 over the rate for the previous 
year. The number of white soldiers dis- 
charged for disability was 9838 The total 
number of deaths among the colored 
troops was 22, or 10 per 1,000 of mean strength, 
which is 1 per 1,000 lower than the death rate of 
the previous year. He notes the fact that this is 
not only the lowest death rate yet reached 


amovg the colored troops since their organiza- 
tion, but that itis the first time the rate has 
fallen lower than for white troops; the usual 
average ditference being 3.2 per 1,000 0f mean 
strength in favor of the latter class. The num- 
ber of recruits examined during the year was 
6,263 white, 453 colored, and 239 Indian scouts. 
The number rejected was 2,041 white and 146 
colored. 

During the year there were added 144 new 
specimens to the collection of the Army Medical 

useum, making a total of 9,114 specimens now 
in the museum. During the year 13,598 visitors 
registered at the museum. he additions to the 
library include 4,000 volumes and 5,600 pam- 
phiets. The medical and = history of the 
war will probably be completed and ready for 
issue in about a year. This work is in the 
hands of Surgeon Charles Smart. The 
Surgeon-General expresses a hope that 
action may be taken during the coming 
session of ngress to provide a fireproof build- 
ing forthe Army Medical Museum and Library 
of the Surgeon-General’s office, and that imme- 
mediate steps be taken to secure a safe deposi- 
tory for these valuable collections, now in con- 
stant peril from the dangers which surround the 
resent unsuitable building. He recommends 
he enactment of a law providing that the hos- 
pital stewards be composed of two classes—those 
appointed by the Secretary of War to compose 
the first class and those mf ne by the com- 
manding officer to compose the second class, the 
or to receive $50 and the latter $25 per 
month.

The late M. Malo sought to emu- 
ate the exploits of his father, although in a 
somewhat different fashion. He and LY rother 
espoused the cause of the Liberals in Portugal, 
and at their own expense equip three war 
vessels to fight against Don Miguel. They 
helped the bee party at tho siege of 
Oporto, and during the civil war both 
brothers were wounded, one oer 
escaping with his life. All Portugal rang wit 
their achievements, but the only reward they 
ever got was a profusion of thanks from the 
Ministers of Donna Maria. They returned dis- 
heartened and impoverished to Dunkirk, where 
they resumed their re vocations, and the 
man who has just died published so recently as 
1873, a pamphiet on bis claims to an indemnity 
from Portugal. It is only fair to say that he 
never asked for more than the mere expenses he 
had incurred. We need not say that be was no 
more successful than he had been 40 years 
reviously. He met with much better fortune 
n his private affairs. More than half a cen- 
tury ago he purch a strip of shore at 
Dunkirk, which he held for nearly the whole of 
that long period before he was able to turn it to 
to profitable account. Recentiy, however, his 
stretch of sandy beach has been made valuable 
for sea-bathing purposes, and is likely to be- 
come a source of wealth to his family. The 
sturdy veteran was naturally the eepecrenee- 
tive man of theseaport in which he had lived for 
80 years. He rendered Dunkirk some service in 
1848 by sitting as a member of the Constituent 
Assembly, but he does not seem to have had 
much taste for active political life, apart from 
pe gree He was a good type of the old school 
of naval adventurers, now so rapidly passing 
away; and it is not surprising that at his funeral 
his fellow-townsmen should have done all in 
their power to do honor to his memory.

Who can doubt that “after life’s fitful 
fever he sleeps well,” and that he has en- 
tered into that everlasting rest which while on 
earth he so wistfully contemplated and so 
sweetly discoursed upon? But his name belongs 
to the religious history of our country, and it is 
not well that the last resting place of so good a 
man should be so entirely forgotten. The cause 
for which he so prodigally spent himself is not 
mine, but I honor his memory. What Christian 
heart can be dead to the ltessons of self-sacrifice 
and of lifelong devotion to principle which his 
career 80 eminent|y exemplified ? A mural tab- 
let with an appropriate inscription would be all 
that is necessary to mark his brave. A hundred 
pounds would be amply sufficient for such a 
work. I should myself be happy to serve upon 
any committee formed for the purpose of carry- 
ing it into effect.

Provisions 
were quiet and weak. The local Hog market was 
quoted about 10c. lower, while the foreign demand for 
meats was said to have fallen off. There 
was some demand for Lard for this 
month, which was credited to Fairbank, and that was 
all. The lower prices brought in a few orders from 
the seaboard to buy, and they were eagerly filled by 
local holders, and apparently more was on sale 
after they got through. Cash Pork was steady 
at $16 25@816 50, while October was quoted 
at $16. January sold down lic. to $12 05, 


and reacted to $12 07%, while the year ranged 
nominally as low as $11 October solid down 10c. 
from $7 30 to $7 2244. November Lard declined 12%c., 
to $7 0744. closing at $7 10, with January at 5c. premium 
and alittle more doing for February at $7 22@$7 26. 
Short Ribs were about nominal. at $9 60 bid for Octo- 
ber, very quiet, at $735 for November, and sold spar- 
ing at $6 25@36 30 for January. 

lour was more active. A large lot was taken for 
export, and there was a moderate local trade, but it is 
probubie that purchases were made at concessions ib 
sympathy with the weakness in Wheat. The cuarse 
millstuffs were a shade firmer. Wheat was more active 
and again weak. December declined to 765¢c., reacted 
to 77c., and fell offto 763¢c. at the close, being 1c. be- 
low the latest price of ‘thursday, with November at 
15¢c. discount, October at 2c. discount, January 
at %c premium, and May at ‘7c. premium.

Our initial weakness, due to these facts, was 
rendered worse about 11 o'clock by the break in 
Corn. The selling was general, but mostly of 
small lots, except that Baker sold a big line and 
Hutchinson was letting xo early, but afterward bought 
against privileges put out yesterday afternoon. The 
stiffening toward 1 o'clock was probably due to the re- 
port of a further break in the rai! freight rates, and 
the subsequent weakening resulted from outside orders 
to se 1, probably sent by people who regard it as hope- 
less to hold longer. It was thought that 
there was not much short selling except on 
the daily scalv which is evened up before night. Still, 
there are some bears who think that money can yet 
be made on the short side. Red Winter Wheat was 
again dull and averaged weaker,in sympathy with 
Spring.

The 
nomination of such a candidate would 
cast grave doubt on the honesty and sin- 
cerity of all responsible for his selection. 
With him on their ticket the County 
Democracy would go forward to certain 
defeat, since no honest man, regardless 
of his party predilections, would vote to 
make a Judge of a willing tool of Jay 
GOULD. 


Mr. WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS is said 
to be using Blaine tactics in New-Jersey 
by hiring crowds of boys and men to 
parade and make a noise in the vicinity 
of independent meetings in order to dis- 
turb their proceedings. We should say 
that this was rather calculated to increase 
than diminish the independent Republi- 
can disaffection. There is no reason why 
it should benefit Mr. PHELPs’s chance of 
being returned to Congress. 


Fire, though one of the most dreadful of 
the perils of the sea, is one which is 
scarcely thought of by the passengers on 
ocean steamships. The accident which 
has befallen the Nevada is very probably 
one against which no foresight could have 
guarded, though the theory of “‘sponta- 
neous combustion” is not plausible. It 
is much more likely that an unnoticed 
spark in some . parcel of — freight 
smoldered under hatches from the time 
when the vessel left this port. The out- 
line of the story which is transmitted by 
cable, however, has its encouraging aspect. 
The fire was completely subdued in 
Queenstown harbor within a few hours, 
and the probability seems to be that it 
might have been put out in the same time 
by the efforts of the passengers and crew, 
even if the vessel had remained at sea. 


{ The cut in rates to the West seems now 
to be a serious matter.: None of the 
trunk lines can maintain their fares if 
the present competition continues. It is, 
however, a fact not without significance 
for railroad managers, that the roads 
upon which the comfort. and : con- 
venience of travelers have been most 
anxiously » consulted turnout to be 
those - which .{ can .\ maintain ~ their 
rates ‘ longest. * The ~ contest between 
the roads engaged in ‘“ cut-throat com- 
petition” is not at allequal. A road the 
stock of which has no market value can 
better afford to undersell its rivals in the 
hope of attracting custom, so long as it 
can raise money enough to pay its run- 
ning expenses, than one which has its 
dividends to look after and the price of its 
stock to sustain. 


CAMPAIGN WORK. - 


There is strong reason for believing that 
the Republican plurality in Ohio was due 
to Democratic votes and Democratic 
management. . Aside from the vote that 
allowed itself to be’ bought, the equivo- 
cal . position; of , the Cincinnati Zn- 
quirer. and its proprietor was, no 
doubt,’ the occasion of serious loss to 
the party which that paper professes to 
represent. © Moreover, the old division 
among party leaders inthe State was the 
cause of considerable coolness in some 
quarters and a decided drawback upon 
efficient management. * On one side or 
the : other of this division: there was 
an  unconcealed satisfaction with the 
adverse result in certain Congressional 
districts. The State Committee was not 
to be compared in efficiency and activity 
with that against which it was contend- 
ing. The questions involved in the can- 
vass were very imperfectly put before the 
people. Mr. ScHURZ, an independent Re- 
publican, was almost alone in making ef- 
fective use of Mr. BLAINE’s record, while 
everybody seemed to be afraid of the tariff 
question, although the Democratic Party 
has assumed an altogether safe position 
on that subject. There is little doubt that 
more effective management and a bolder 
discussion of the real issues of the canvass 
would have changed the result in Ohio. 

In the time that remains before the 
Presidential election there is an opportuni- 
ty for some very effective campaign work. 
There is no doubt that the Blaine man- 
agers will make the most of the time. 
They have everything at stake, and they 
will do all in their power to con- 
solidate the vote on their side and bring it 
to the ballot box, and they will not scruple 
to use any means within their reach 
to defeat the people through the power 
of politicians in office and out. The 
party that has long been in power 
and has the public patronage in its hands 
has an enormous advantage, which cannot 
be overcome by merely leaving the people 
to act upon their convictions. Too many 
of them are listless or ill-informed as to 
the effect upon their interests and their 
well-being of the issues involved in this 
canvass. They need to be enlightened 
and aroused and brought to realize how 
much depends upon their action in the 
coming election. Noise and bluster 
are not the most effective agencies 
for reaching them. If the voters can 
be made fully to realize the character 
of Mr. Rratwe and the consequences to 
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the election of such a man; if they are 


made to understand how deep-seated are 
the corrupting influences which affect the 
administration of national affairs and 
how important. it is that their strength 
should not be increased; if the considera- 
tions affecting their material welfare in 
the policy and conduct of the Government 
are brought home to their convictions, 
there can be no doubt about their action 
on the 4th of November. 

The independent Republicans are doing 
their work well and should be encour- 
aged and aided to keep it up, but they 
canrely upon those who think and feel 
with them. Their strength in this and 
several other States is amply sufficient to 
insure the election of CLEVELAND if the 
Democrats only exhibit their normal 
strength. Whether they will do this de- 
pends greatly on the efficiency of their 
own committees and managers. If they 
cannot elect their candidate now, it is 
difficult to conceive of any circumstances 
under which they could do it. Everything 
is in their favor except the fact that 
they are out of power and have to 
overcome the advantage that pertains 
to a party that is in. But they cannot 
safely leave the canvass to run itself, 
depending on the people to assert their 
power, without appeal to their convictions 
and the strong sentiment of self-interest. 
Two weeks of active canvassing devoted 
to informing, persuading, and arousing 
the people would tell wonderfully on the 
election. If all the activity is expended 
on one side it will tell against the other. 
The result of no election is absolutely safe 
until it is secured, and it is not prudent to 
count upon it without strenuous, persist- 
ent, and well-directed effort. CLEVE- 
LAND’s election is fairly assured now if 
the forces arrayed in his support are mar- 
shaled from this time on with spirit and 
skill. 


THE EFFECT ON THE TARIFF. 


We have received the following letter, 
which doubtless represents the state of 
mind of a considerable number of voters, 


particularly among young men: 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

This being my first Presidential vote, and being 
a reader of your excellent paper, I take the 
liberty of asking a few political questions. Iam 
what you call an independent Republican. Sup- 
pose that CLEVELAND is elected, will that bring 
us free trado on manufactured goods or on raw 
materials only, and what would be the effect of 
free trade on the business of this country? If 
Democracy means free trade on all goods manu- 
factured and in the raw state, then I do not care 
to vote for CLEVELAND. If what I have stated 
above is so, what are your objections to my vot- 
ing for St. JOHN? Several of my friends and 
myself are interested in the above questions, 

INQUIRER. 


Free trade with foreign countries means 
necessarily the same as free trade between 
the States; 7. ¢., trade entirely free from 
any tax imposed by law. It is obvious 
that for many years tocome this will be 
impossible for the United States. The 
ordinary expenses of the Government, 
with pensions and interest on the public 
debt, to say nothing of the installments of 
payment of the principal of the debt 
which it is the fixed policy of the country 
to make, require a yearly revenue which 
cannot be raised from internal taxation 
alone. Not only is public opinion entirely 
opposed to such a plan of raising the whole 
revenue, but the practical difficulties in the 
way are such as could not be overcome. 
We already tax liquors and tobacco heavi- 
ly, and, while these are perfectly proper 
sources of revenue, they are the only ones 
which in this country in ordinary times 
can be made to yield revenue in any great 
amount, and the taxes are more likely to 
be reduced than increased. Absolute free 
trade could not, therefore, be brought 
about by the election of Gov. CLEVELAND. 
even if the Democratic Party proposed or 
desired it, which that party does not do 
and never has done. 

This being the case, it is hardly neces- 
sary to discuss the question of ‘‘ What 
would be the effect of free trade upon the 
business of the country?’ Yet, as our 
correspondent wishes our opinion on that 
subject, we may say that it is in our judg- 
ment entirely clear that the immediate 
removal of all, or of the greater part, of 
the taxes on imports would have a disas- 
trous effect. Many branches of industry 
have been founded and extended on the 
assumption that foreign competition will 
be impeded by these taxes; if these were 
removed at once those industries would 
be unable to maintain themselves, and 
their _ failure would involve great 
injury to general business. At the 
same time it is a fundamental doc- 
trine of the protectionist school of 
economists that taxes on foreign compe- 
tition may and should be gradually re- 
duced as the home industries become es- 
tablished. - Mr. GARFIELD, by far the 
ablest statesman of that school, stated 
this doctrine very clearly when he de- 
clared that he believed in protection that 
would lead to free trade. It was his mas- 
terly support of this view which led to 
his becoming a member of the famous 
Cobden Club, of England. 

The only way in which the pending 
election can affect the tariff is to be de- 
termined by the views and policy of the 
two chief parties as to the nature and ex- 
tent of reduction of the import duties. 
On this point the statement of Pennsyl- 
vania independent Republicans, many of 
whom are protectionists, is both authori- 
tative and conclusive. It is that the 
principle of protection will be maintained 

whether CLEVELAND or BLAINE is chosen. 
They say: 

“ With respect to the tariff, we in no way 
recognize that protection is at stake in the pres- 
ent canvass in the sense which the Republican 
managers would have us believe. The utterances 
of both parties in their respective platforms are 
so nearly identical that there can be found no 
definite contention between them. Besides, the 
power of the Executive to determine the revenue 
legislation of the country is too remote to ren- 
der this a controlling factor in a Presidential 
canvass. The decision rests with Congress, and 
the intelligent voter can have no difficulty in 
separating his Congressional from his Electoral 
ticket, and in thus satisfying his convictions in 
both directions. Many of the members of this 
association are pronounced protectionists, whose 
interests are largely dependent, as they believe, 
on the continued prosperity of the manufactures 
fostered by the tariff, and they can recognize no 
danger to these interests from the success of the 


candidate of a party which in the last session of 
Congress only showed in its efforts at tariff ro- 


vision its own hopeless ‘division on the subject, | 
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and was forced at Chicago to adopt an expression 
of policy so nearly akin to that of its rival.” 
Our correspondent will see, from these 
facts, which cannot be disputed, that he 
is under no necessity of deciding to vote 
for St. Jonn. The only consideration af- 
fecting that question is that a vote for 
St. Joun—though an able and honest man 
—would be only one-half as effective as a 
vote for CLEVELAND in preventing the dis- 
grace and evil of the election of that noto- 
riously dishonest and dangerous man, 
JAMES G. BLAINE. 


A CLOAK FOR BLAINE. 


Among the followers of BLAINE who 
have sought to divert public attention from 
the facts—contained in his own letters and 
speeches—that make their candidate's char- 
acter repulsive to honest men is Mr. TiTus 
SHEARD, who strives to conceal BLAINE’S 
hideous moral deformity by holding up be- 
fore the exposed jobber a curtain on which 
are inscribed the words ‘‘ Beware of Brit- 
ish gold !” 

There was published in the Tribune of 
Oct. 1 a letter written by Mr. SHEARD, in 
which he told some absurd yarns about 
contributions of money sent to the United 
States by English manufacturers to be 
used in securing the enactment of free 
trade laws. Mr. SHEARD did not make his 
assertions specific as to the names of these 
alleged corrupters of Congressmen and 
voters in this country, but, in connection 
with those assertions, he told a story 
about a firm of carpet makers, and gave 
the name of the firm. He declared that 
the carpet weavers of Dewsbury and other 
places in the vicinity held a meeting a few 
months ago and appointed committees to 
call upon their employers and ask for 
higher wages. Continuing his story he 
wrote as follows: 

“On their coming together to hear the several 
reports the committee that waited on FAIRFAX, 
Kewuy & Co., of Heckmondwike, said that they 
were well received by said firm, but the commit- 
tee was told that it was impossible in the present 
state of trade to advance their wages, but if a 
certain ‘free trade bill’ then before the Ameri- 
can Congress should pass, they (FAIRFAX, KELLY 
& Co.) would be able to advance the wages 10 
per cent.” 

This statement attracted the attention of 
our correspondent in London, who sent us 
yesterday the following dispatch: 

** Lonpon, Oct. 17.—The Tribune of Oct. 1 con- 
tainsa lettersigned by Trrus SHEARD about the 
firm of FAIRFAX, KELLY & Co. I sent a copy to 
them. They have just replied that no mention 
of an American bill was made by them or by the 
committee, and that no such report was printed 
in any paper which they had seen.” 

Now, while Mr. SHEARD gave as au- 
thority for some other absurd statements 
in his letter certain ‘‘ friends” of his in 
England who were engaged in corrupting 
voters and legislators in this country, he 
apparently told the story about FairFax, 
KELLY & Co. on his own responsibility. We 
may charitably assume, however, that this 
yarn, like those which accompanied it, was 
poured into his capacious and willing 
ears by some one who enjoyed the process 
of ‘ stuffing” him, for we must call it, in 
the language of a guano statesman, an 
“‘ absolute, whole-cloth, irredeemable, and 
unmitigated lie.” 


AMERICAN STEAMSHIPS. 


The heroic struggles of certain Philadel- 
phians to keep the American flag afloat 
upon transatlantic steamers have at last 
ended in defeat. The four American 
steamers of the Philadelphia line have 
been sold toa British company and are 
henceforth to fly the British flag, although 
the purchasers contract to maintain the 
assumption that Philadelphia is a seaport 
by continuing asteamship service between 
that interesting town and Liverpool. 

The most curious and melancholy cir- 
cumstance of this transfer is that it does 
not seem to have been forced by a dem- 
onstration that a passage from Philadel- 
phia to Liverpool was impracticable, either 
asa feat of navigation or asa matter of 
business. The Philadelphian is of a con- 
servative temperament and runs in ruts. 
One of the ideas most firmly imbedded in 
his mind is the conviction that in order to 
go to Europe from Philadelphia the first 
step is to take the Pennsylvania Railroad 
to Jersey City. The task of convincing 
him that he might go to Europe without 
going to Jersey City was of herculean 
difficulty, but it has been so far ac- 
complished that he has admitted the 
voyage to be theoretically feasible, though 
practically he has continued to go to Eu- 
rope via Jersey City. But he has prac- 
tically as well as theoretically admitted 
that goods could be shipped to Europe 
from Philadelphia without being trans- 
ferred at New-York. This is shown by 
the fact that of nine ships owned by the 
company, all plying between Philadelphia 
and Liverpool, five earned money, while 
four failed to secure their running ex- 
penses. The curious distinction is that 
the five which earned money were British- 
built ships sailing under the British flag, 
while the four which lost money were 
American-built ships sailing under the 
American flag. 

The explanation given of this difference 
is that the American vessels were not as 
well planned to carry cargoes as the Brit- 
ish ships, and that their running expenses 
were consequently larger in proportion to 
their freight money, and also that the 
British ships of the line shipping their 
crews in Liverpool, which the American 
ships were by law disabled from doing, 
could ship them cheaper. In other words, 
the receipts of the British steamers were 
larger and their expenses were smaller, 
the former by reason of the superiority of 
‘British shipbuilders to American, and the 
latter because the American shipowner, so 
far from being protected, is actually 
handicapped, in his competition with 
British shipowners, by the laws of his own 
country. P 

We may leave Mr. JoHN ROACH to deal 
with that part of the explanation which 
imputes inferiority in his business to the 
American shipbuilders. The other part of 
it, if it be the right explanation, serves at 
least to show how very small the margin 
of profit in the carrying trade is if it can 
be altogether effaced by a difference in so 


small an item in the whole running ex- 


penses of a steamship line as sailors’ wages. 
Inasmuch as the purchasers of the Ameri- 
can steamships will continue them in 
service under the British flag it 
will be very interesting to ascer-

‘tain’ whether they. continue. to lose 
money. If they make money the conclu-. 


sion that it is our navigation laws alone 
which prevent the running of American 
ships in competjtion with English ships 
will be inevitable. Inasmuch as the 
American seaman has been protected off 
the face of the earth by the navigation 
laws the practical question for Congress 
seems to be whether we shall exclude 
Americans from the competition for the 
carrying trade for the sake of insuring to 
Englishmen, Germans, Swedes, and Por- 
tuguese the blessing of being shipped 
under the auspices of a United States 
Shipping Commissioner and of paying 
tribute to that official. 


SILVER IN EUROPE. 


The meeting of the representatives of 
the ‘‘ Latin Union” is finally fixed for the 
25th of next month at Paris. The union, 
it will be remembered, consists of the five 
countries, France, Italy, Belgium, Switz- 
erland, and Greece, and its operations, 
previous to 1878, have always been re- 
garded by the bimetallists as proving the 
practical soundness of their theory of 
currency. The chief feature of the 
union was the agreement to permit 
the circulation of the silver coin- 
age of each of its members’ within 
the territory of all the others. Before 
1873 this had in fact, though not by 
agreement, been supplemented by the 
free coinage of silver at the old ratio of 
15 1-2 to 1 with gold in France. But since 
that date the silver coinage in that coun- 
try has been suspended, and the conditions 
of its coinage have been changed in Italy, 
so that now the union is reduced to a de- 
vice for the convenience of its members 
rather than an international combination 
with important monetary purposes. 


When a meeting of the union was first 
suggested the bimetallists throughout 
Europe, and still more in England, were 
greatly interested, and somewhat en- 
thusiastically predicted that it would lead 
to a decided movement in the extension 
of bimetallism. But it was never very 
likely that it would do so, and it is now 
certain that it will not. The propositions 
which will be considered will be of minor 
consequence, and, if adopted, will have 
only a restricted influence. Of these the 
most interesting will be one to so change 
the treaty basis of the union that each 
State will be required to retire all silver 
coined on deposit of gold or its equivalent. 
This, it will be seen, so far from ex- 
tending the area of the common or 
interchangeable use of silver and gold 
will diminish it. On the other hand, it 
will be proposed that each State shall 
withdraw its gold coin and paper money 
of the value of five francs. The retire- 
ment of the gold coins will be generally 
conceded, but it is not likely that that of 
paper will be accepted by Italy, as a very 
considerable part of the State paper 
money under the law of April 7, 1881, 
was of bills of this character. The 
union does not terminate until the 
close of 1885, and the modifications of 
the treaty will not produce any other 
result than to confirm the use of silver 
as coinage for small payments, in pieces 
of the denomination of one dollar or less, 


A REMARKABLE WELL. 


The discovery of a great electric spring 
in Ithaca, N. Y., was made purely by ac- 
cident, and the discoverer has been careful 
not to publish his discovery until the 
plainest evidence of its great value was at 
his command. 

Some time ago—the exact date is not 
given—Mrs. McGinniss, of Ithaca, went to 
the well situated in her back yard todraw 
water. The bucket is lowered into the 
well by a chain and the moment Mrs. 
McGinniss touched the chain she received 
a shock which stretched her senseless on 
the ground. In the course of an hour she 
recovered her strength sufficiently to walk 
into the house and to inform the members 
of the family that some unknown villain 
had knocked her down with a sand club. 

Miss Bridget McGinniss, who is a fear- 
less young woman of much physical 
strength, immediately went to the well 
with the determination of drawing water 
in spite of all the villains in Ithaca. Her 
mother watched her closely from the 
window, and saw her struck down ‘as by 
lightning the moment she touched the 
chain. This circumstance dispelled the 
belief that villains with sand clubs were 
lying in wait at the well, and when Miss 
McGinniss recovered she and her mother 
agreed that the well had been bewitched. 


When Mr. McGinniss returned from his 
day’s work and was informed of the be- 
witched condition of the well he treated 
the announcement with scorn. Mr. Mc- 
Ginniss is an unusually intelligent man, 
and is an engineer in charge of the engine 
which works the elevator in Conroy’s fur- 
niture warehouse. He ridiculed the the- 
ory that the well was bewitched, and 
asserted that electricity had leaked into it 
from some one of the many electric wires 
which are in use in Ithaca. It was 
this electricity which, entering the re- 
spective systems of Mrs. and Miss Mc- 
Ginniss, by way of the bucket chain, 
had shocked them. The remedy was 
plain. Water should be drawn from 
the well by means of a rope, and the 
bucket chain should be left untouched. 
To prove that his theory was right Mr. 
McGinniss tied a rope toa pail, lowered 
the latter into the well, and drew it up 
without experiencing any shock what- 
ever. He was in the midst of a remark 
concerning the great advantage which an 
intelligent man possesses over any num- 
ber of women, when his hand accidentally 
came into contact with the water, and he 
received a shock which knocked him en- 
tirely off his feet, although it did not ren- 
der him insensible. 

It was now evident that the shocks re- 
ceived. by the McGinniss family came from 
the water of the well. Mr. McGinniss, as 
soon as he regained control of his limbs, 
proceeded to test the water by carefully 
filling a glass dish with it and coaxing 
the family cat to drink. The instant the 
cat’s whiskers touched the water a shower 
of sparks flew from her fur and she 
rushed to hide herself in the cellar. 
Next Mr. McGinniss induced the family 
dog—an unusually large bulldog--to drink 


from the glass dish. As soon as the dog 
touched the water a dazzling jet of elec- 


tricity poured from tht extremity of his 
tail with a loud, crackling noise. Any 
other animal would have fled, but the bull- 
dog, being of the persevering habit of his 
species, refused to abandon the water un- 
til he had drank every drop of it, after 
which he limped away in a very feeble 
and demoralized state. 

Satisfied with these experiments, Mr. 
McGinnis sent for a scientific person 
connected with the local university, and 
hed him make an analysis of the water. 
The scientific person found that it con- 
tained 33 per cent. of pure electricity, 
which had evidently leaked into the well 
from a Brush electric light wire. When 
water from the well was placed in a glass 
jar the electricity could be plainly seen to 
make its escape in bubbles, like the 
carbonic acid gas in Vichy water. While 
the scientific person assured Mr. McGin- 
niss that water containing 33 per cent. of 
electricity was exceedingly dangerous, he 
suggested to him that water containing, 
say, 10 per cent. of electricity might prove 
to be wholesome and medicinal, and pro- 
posed that Mr. McGinnis should go into 
partnership with him in order to advertise 
and sell Ithaca electric water. 

The proposal was accepted; the neces- 
sary experiments as to the effect of the 
water when diluted with rain water were 
made, and the Ithaca electric water will 
soon be placed on the market. There can 
be no doubt that it will become immensely 
popular. A single glass of this wonderful 
beverage has all the exhilarating proper- 
ties of a quart of champagne, with none 
of the unpleasant after effects of that 
beverage. It will cure nearly all diseases, 
except loss of legs or arms and petrifica- 
tion of the brain, and as a tonic it is with- 
out arival. After drinking two or three 
glasses a man gives out electric sparks 
whenever he touches a piece of metal, but 
the passage of the sparks is not accom- 
panied by any painful sensations. For 
political uses the electric water will en- 
tirely supersede whisky, since, according 
to the scientific person’s analysis, one quart 
of the water contains eight times as much 
political enthusiasm as a quart of whisky, 
and had the discovery of the well been 
made a month ago the free distribution of 
the water by the National Temperance 
Committee would have secured the 
triumphal election of St. Jonny. Sucha 
discovery is of incalculable importance, 
and Mr. McGinnis will be ranked in the 
opinion of posterity as one of the greatest 
benefactors of the race. 





A brief report of the proceedings in the 
trial of the Mormon Bishop CLawson’s 
son for polygamy shows how difficult it 
is in Utah to enforce a law which is easily 
enforced in all other parts of the United 
States. Polygamous marriages are per- 
formed in the Endowment House, and 
are not matters of public record. CLAW- 
son’s relatives testified that they had 
never heard of his second marriage. The 
leading officers of the Mormon Church 
swore that they knew nothing about any 
marriage records in the Endowment 
House. No one of those who are 
supposed to have had knowledge of 
the secret ceremony could be induced to 
admit that he knew anything about it or 
had ever heard of CLawson’s bigamous 
marriage, and President CANNON went so 
far as to say that after performing cere- 
monies of the kind he burned even the 
slip bearing the names of the parties. 
There seems to be no testimony against 
CLAWSON except hisown admissions made 
to a son of Delegate Paine. It is clear 
that the Mormons have conspired in this 
case, as they have in all others, to defeat 
the law by the boldest perjury, and the 
prosecution of CLAWSON will in all prob- 
ability be a farce.

THALIA THEATRE. 

“Der Htittenbesitzer,” in which title the 
Franco-German reader will recognize “ Le 
Maitre de Forges,” the French play made famil- 
iar to English audiences under the name of 
“Lady Clare,” was acted atthe Thalia Theatre 
yesterday evening. ‘‘ Der Htittenbesitzer” is 
the Berlin version of M. Ohnet’s drama, and it 
follows closely the story of the novel,to the avoid- 
ance of much readable material which would 
sad!y hamper the action of the piece if ased in 
any form upon the stage. The plot, as the 
habitual theatre goer need scarcety be told, is 
not without strength; it is, however, a plot of 
which the spectator is anxious to see. the un- 
raveling, rather than one whereof the incidente 
and climaxes are sensational. The characters are 
varied and interesting, and the dialogue is good. 
Works of this sort to be continuously impressive 
require 4 somewhat exceptional performance. 
One weak spot in the cast does not exactly spoil 
the representation, but it robs it of just that de- 


gree of force that would raise it above the plane 
of a amore i not notable entertainment. 
The weak spot, last night, was Friulein Her- 
wegh’s Claire. Friulein Herwegh, who comes 
from the Court Theatre in Dresden, is a young 
person of sympathetic but not commanding 
appearance who, in réles akin to the ingénues of 
the French drama, ought to be a valuable acces 
sion to Mr. Amberg’s company. She is impres: 
sible, sincere, and painstaking, and thereis noth- 
ing of the novice or of the mechanical actress in 
her work. Unfortunately, her means of 
vocal and facial expression are limited; her 
voice is small, and her countenance pleasant 
butinanimate. She depicted the gentler phases 
of her character last night with considerable 
feeling and charm, but was quite deficient in the 
warmth and vigor looked for in the trying 
scenes of the play. These, happily, were car. 
ried on with uncommon earnestness and 
power by Hitzigrath, 
trayal of Philippe Derblay alto. 
gether admirable. For reserve, dignity 
and sustained force nothing better than this 
artist’s representation has been witnessed fora 
long while.

MEXICAN, AND CIVIL WARS. 
DEATH OF BRIG.-GEN. BENJAMIN ALVORD— 

HIS LONG AND BRILLIANT MILITARY 


CAREER. 

Brig.-Gen. Benjamin Alvord, of the 
Wnited States Army, died yesterday at his home 
#n Washington. He was born in Vermont and 
was graduated from the Military Academy at 
West Point July 1, 1833. He was brevetted Sec- 
ond Lieutenant of the Fourth Infantry and be- 
gan his duties by garrison service at Baton 
Rouge, where he remained until 1835. He was 
transferred to Key West and was promoted to 
the full rank of Second Lieutenant. From 1835 
to 1837 he served in the Florida war against the 
Seminole Indians and took an active part in the 
Eéirmishes at Camp Izard in February and March, 
1886; in the action at Oloklikaha, March 31, 1836, 
and at Tholonotosessa Creek, April 27, 1836. On 
Sept. 28 of the same year he was promoted to 
the rank of First Lieutenant. From 1837 to 
2339 he was on duty at the Military 


Academy, where, on Sept. 28, 1857, he was made 
Assistant Professor of Mathematics and princi- 
pal Assistant Professor of Natural and Experi- 
mental Philosophy. In 1839 he once more went 
into active service on the frontier among the 
Cherokees. where he remained until 1811. He 
served at Fort Gibson, Indian Territory, in 1840, 
being Adjutant of the Fourth Infantry at the 
regimental] headquarters from April 1 Ng A 29, 
gud was subsequently engaged in frontier duty 
at Fort Smith and in surveying military roads. 
In 1841 and 1842 he was again actively enga in 
the wars in Florida against the Seminole In- 
dians. He served in the noted expedition 
against “Billy Bowlegs” in the Big Cy- 
press Swamp. From Florida he was trans- 
ferred to frontier duty at Jefferson Barracks, 
Missouri, where he was from 1842 to 1844, In 1844 
and 18i5 he was at Natchitoches, La., and was 
engaged subsequently in the military occupa- 
tion of Texas. He served in the Mexican war 
and was on dpty in the battles of Palo Alto and 
Resaca de la Palma. On May 9, 1846, he was 
brevetted Captain for gallant and meritorious 
services in these battles. He was afterward 
Chief of Staff of Major Lally’s column on its 
march from Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico 
and was promoted to the full rank of Captain. 
He was afterward engaged in the defenseofa 
convoy at Pasco Ovejas, Aug. 10, 1847; at Na- 
tional Bridge, Aug. 12; at Cerro Gordo, Aug. 15, 
and Las Animas, Aug. 19, and for gallant and 
meritorious services in these affairs was brevet- 
ted Major. 

At the close of the war Major Alvord went 
into garrison duty at East Pascagoula, Miss. He 
served in various places on the Western frontier 
until 1853, when he was placed in charge of the 
construction of a military road in Southern 
Oregon, and soon afterward was made pay- 
master of the Department of Oregon, which 
position he held until July 17, 1862. He served 
actively in the war of the rebellion from 1882 to 
1865, and for his services therein was brevetted 
Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel, March 13, 1865, 
and Brigadier-General Aug. 8, 1865. He was in 
the Oregon district from 1862 to March 

§ 33; in waiting orders from {that 

date till Sept. 13, 1865, and Paymaster in this 

city until March 15, 1867. e resigned as 

Brigadier-General of volunteers on Aug. 8, 1865. 

In 1867 he was made Chief Paymaster of the dis- 

trict of Omaha, where he rcmained until April 

15, 1869. He was then transferred to the district 

pf the Platte. and jn 1872 was made Paymaster- 

Seneral of the Army, with the rank of Colonel. 

He was made a Brigadier-General on July 22, 

1876. Since 1872 he has been on dutyin Washing- 

ton. He wrote a number of mathematical papers 

of great interest, including a memoir on “The 

Tangencies of Circles and of Spheres:"’ ** The In- 
. terpretation of Imaginary Roots in Questions of 
‘ Maxima and Minima,” and a “Memoir on the 

intersection of Circles and the Intersection of 

Spheres.” The University of Vermont conferred 

vpon him the degree of M. A, in 1854.

ALEXANDER M. SULLIVAN. 

Alexander Martin Sullivan, the Irish 
Aeader, died yesterday in Dubiin. He was the 
son of Mr. D. Sullivan, of Dublin, and of Bantry, 
County Cork, where he was born in 1830. During 
his youth Mr. Sullivan studied art, and until 1853 
devoted himself to its pursuit as a profession. 
At that date, however, he formed his first con- 
pection with the newspaper and periodical press. 
On the retirement of Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, 
Mr. Sullivan allied himself with the fortunes of 
the Nation, and remained the editor and pro- 
prietor of that newspaper until the close of the 


year 1876. In 1857 Mr. Sullivan became known 
as the author of alittle work entitled **A Visit 
to the Valley of Wyoming,” which was the re- 
sultofa visit to this country, extending over 
several months. In 1868 Mr. Sullivan became 
known in the character with which he has been 
associated ever since. He was on two occasions 
prosecuted by the Government for sedition aris- 
ing out of the Manchester executions. In one of 
the indictments be was convicted and confined 
for four months in Richmond Jail. He was still 
in prison when, in the Municipal Council, of 
which he was a member, he was nominated as 
Lord Mayor of Dubiin for the ensuing year. He 
at once put a stop to the proceedings. When he 
was released from prison a committee was ap- 
pointed to present him with a national tesii- 
monial. He, however, had strong objections, 
whicn he did not hesitate to express, to the re- 
ception of such a pecuniary compliment. The 
sum of £300 had, however, been subscribed, and 
Mr. Sullivan presented it as an initiatory dona- 
tion to the fund for the statue of Henry Grat- 
tan. This was soon afterward erected in 
College Green, having been executed by 
the late Mr. Foley, of the Royal Acade- 
my, just before his death. At the general 
slection of 1874 ** Alexander Martin Sullivan, of 
Great George-street, North, Dublin,” was re- 
turned to Parliament for the County of Louth 
in the Liberal and Home Rule interest. This 
fact was supposed to possess additional — 
cance owing to the circumstance that Mr, Sulli- 
van was chosen by the Home Rule Party as the 
opponent of the Right Hon. Chichester For- 
tescue, at that time President of the Board of 
Trade and a gentleman of considerabie influ- 
ence, personally and politically. In 1876 Mr. Sul- 
livan was admitted to the Irish Bar, and in 1877 
was favored with a “ special call” to the English 
Bar by the Benchers of the Inner Temple, which 
Was an unusual compliment. In 1876 he sev- 
ered his connection with Irish journalism 
removed to London, and devoted himself 
exclusively to the practice of his profession. 
He was one of the origina! founders of the 
Home Rule movement, and took a leading part 
init. All questions of social reform were in- 
teresting to Mr. Sullivan, who further engaged 
himself iu the work of social reform and the 
temperance movement. He was a Vice-President 
of the Dublin Workingmen's Ciub and Chairman 
of.the Executive Committee in the Irish Per- 
missive Bill Association. He was the author of 
eome historical and biographical works, among 
which may be mentioned *“ New Ireland,” a 
series of political sketch«s, and some personal 
reminiscences of Irish public life, which ap- 
‘ red in 1877. Mr. Sullivan married, in 186], 
iss Frances Geneviéve, the daughter of the 
Jobn Donovan, of New-Orleans. 


PAUL LACROIX. 

Paul Lacroix, the prolific French writer, 
known under the pseudonym of “ Bibliophile 
Jacob,” died yesterday. M. Lacroix was born at 
Paris, Feb. 27, 1806, and was educated at the col- 
lege of Bourbon, where be published an edition 
of “Clement Marot” at the age of 18 years. 
This promise of precocity was not left unful- 
filled. At 19 years of age young Lacroix offered 
tothe wanagement of the Odéon Theatre sev- 
eral comedies in verse, which were accepted, 
though they were not given representation. 
After having largely contributed to the columns 


of Le Fi aro, La Prayché, and other journals, M. 
Lacroix became known as the author of a vo- 
luminous series of erudite novels, the special 
mission of which was the portrayal of customs 
and manners of life, In these works M. Lacroix 
showed such an intimate knowledge of books 
that they speedily elevated him to the rank 
which he has since held. He traveled constantly 
aud incorporated the results of his journeyings 
in this series of novels. In 1835 he was 
decorated with the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor, and became an officer of that 
order in 1800. He was a member of several bis- 
toricai bodies, und devoted himseif with energy 
to an attempt to reform the library of the 
King. In 155 he wasappointea Curator of the 
Library ot the Arsenu! in Paris. The works of 
M. Lacroix are so numerous that they are classi- 
fied under such heads as historical romauces, 
dramatic essays, archwoloyical treatises, and 
standard works of reterence. Among his his- 
torical romances, which he wrote between the 

ears 1x29 and 1835. are ** The A-sassination of a 
ting,” “The Two Madmen,” * The Stories of 
Bibliophile Jacob; to His Grandchildren,” * The 
Madwoman of Orleans: A we! ot the Time 
of Louis XTV.,” “ Pignerol: A History of the 
Time of Louis XIV.,” “Tbe Man With the Iron 
Mask,” (in which M. Lac: oix maintains that the 
mysterious individual was Superintendent Fou- 
quet;) * The Adventures of the Great Balzac,” 
“The Witches’ Dance: A Fantastic iistory of 
the Fifteenth Century.” and “The God 
Pipetius,” an arch:eological romance. 

n 1340 M. Lacroix wrote “La Maréchale 
é@’Ancre,” a drama in five acts and in verse 
which was accepted at the Odéon in 1848 an 
stopped by general disapprobation. He aisv 
wrote for the same theatre in 1849 a translation 
of Werner's celebrated drama, * The Twenty- 
fourth of February.” M. Lacroix justified his 
pseudonym of “ Bibliophile Jacob” by such 
archwological works as “ Dissertations Upon 
Several Curious Points in the History 
of France and the History of  Litera- 
ture,” (1834-1838,) “ History of the Six- 
teenth Century in France,” (1834,) “The Origin 
of Piaying Cards,” (1836, ** History of the Town 
of Soissons from as Far Back as Possible Until 
the Present Day,” (1887-1838,) “A Political, 

ecdotal, and Popular History of Napoleon 
e .”’ “History of the Life and —— ot 
Nicholas I.. Emperor of Russia,” and * Biblio- 
graphical Miscellanies.” in which he wrote of 


M. Lacroix published a very voluminous col- 
lection of catalogues in connection with M. 
Frat, , Amgens, [wae a BoliGresgee 

n, * Moliéresque conography, 
** Lovers of Old Books,” and commentaries on 
the works of Rabelaisand Beroalde de Verville, 
Mareuerite of Navarre, and La Fontaine. M. 
Lacroix contributed to the columnsot the Revue 
de Paris and the Mercure du XiXme Siécle, 
which he edited for a long time in counection 
with Amedée Pichot, As a translator M. Lacroix 
gave to the world the “ Letters of Héloise and 
Abelard.” Besides the pseudonym of * Biblio- 
phile Jacob” he is said to have written under 
those of Mi meng | Dubourg” and “Pierre Du- 
four.” Under this latter the much-discussed 
“ History ot Prostitution in Every Nation of the 
World” was published in six volumes. This was 
completed by the work entitled ** Curious Facts 
in Connection with the History of Customs anc 
of Prostitution in France.” These works were 
seized and their sale prohibited.

VERNON K. STEVENSON. 

The body of Col. Vernon K. Stevenson, 
who died Thursday night in his home, at Fifty- 
ninth-street and Tenth-avenue, was taken to 
Nashville, Tenn., yesterday. It will be placed in 
the family tomb, Mount Olivet Cemetery, on 
Monday. Though he had lived in this city for 
20 years, Mr. Stevenson first began business in 
Nashville, made a fortune there, was for 
many years prominent in local and State his- 
tory, and naturally desired to be buried there. 
He leaves an estate said to be worth $5,000,000, 
principally in realty in this city and in Nash- 
ville. Most of his property here was up town, 
but be built and owned the large block at No. 44 
Broadway, which is at present rented by the 
Standard Oil Company for $53,000 ayear. Mr. 
Stevenson has not taken an active part in busi- 
ness life for the past two years, leaving’ the 


management of his affairs largely in the bands 

of his son, V. K. Stevenson, Jr. He was, how- 

ever,a member of the Chamber of Commerce 

—e ot the Manhattan Club at the time of his 
eath. 

Col. Stevenson was born in Russeliville, Ky., 
Jan. 22,1812. He was only 16 years old when he 
went to Nashyille and began his business career 
as clerk ina dry goods store. ‘Through industry 
and ability he became head partner in a large 
house and retired with a fortune before he was 
40 years old. Soon afterward he began to take 
an interest in railroad matters, and very much 
desired to see the locomotive opening up the re- 
sources of both his native and his adopted 
States. By personal subscription among friends 
he raised enough money to buiid the Nashville 
and Chattanooga Railway, and contracted with 
George Peabody for the first supply of iron rails 
he ever sent to this cuuntry from London. Mr. 
Stevenson was elected President of the road and 
remained in that office uninterruptedly for 25 
bay During this time, in co-operation with 

is friend, Mr. Peabody, he did much to promote 
the educational interests of Tennessee, be- 
sides taking a prominent part in con- 
trolling the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
way. The town of Stevenson, Ala., 
was named in his honor. Itis a growing town 
anda junction of importance on the Nashville 
and Chattanooga and Memphis and Charleston 
Railroads. When the Southern Pacific Railroad 
wus begun Napoleon ILI. ve Mr. Stevenson 
$100,000 in cash to accept the Presidency of it, 
with a salary of $35,000 a year. In accepting 
these new duties Mr. Stevenson did not relin- 
quish his services with the other two roads under 
his management. It was his boast that 
in his long railroad career, covering more 
than 40 years, all payments or obligations which 
he personally assumed, and all bonds or other 
securities of roads with which he was promi- 
nently identified. had always been paid in full. 
Even during the war, when in the natural 
devastation of battle the tracks of his railroad 
were torn up and the stations and rolling stock 
confiscated or ruined, he never fiinched. After 
the war was over bondholders in London and 
Paris received five years’ interest in full on all 
their securities. Mr. Stevenson refused to ask 
for a single dollar rebate. 

In politics Mr. Stevenson was always a firm 
Democrat and a liberal contributor to party 
finances. When a young man he was a favor- 
ite with Andrew Jackson, and he always clung 
to the principles the old General instilled into 
him. Mr. Stevenson was a warm supporter of 
Stephen A. Douglas for the Presidency, doing 
personal campaign work and even startin 
newspapers in his behalf. He was convin 
that Mr. Douglas was the wy available man 
who could avert the impending war between 
the North and South. When the war did break 
out Mr. Stevenson naturally sided with bis own 
State and section. He donned the gray uni- 
form and was made Quartermaster-General on 
Gen. A. 8. Johnston's staff. He participated in 
several battles in the West, being close to Gen. 
Johnston when he fell at Shiloh. 

After the war Mr. Stevenson came to this city 
made it his permanent residence, and invested 
largely in up-town real estate. Some lots that 
be bought then in the neighborhood of the 
Windsor Hotel were considered rather too far 
away to be a profitabie investment. As time 
passed on their value increased greatly, and their 
owner becamea very rich man. He builta cOm- 
fortable home for himself in Fifty-ninth-street, 
and lived there until he died. His library con- 
tains many mementoes of prominent public men 
whom he met in his busy career. Ex-President 
James K. Polk was very intimate with him. 
Mr. stevenson worked early and late to 
assist Mr. Polk in his canvass against 
Henry Clay. Mr. Polk never forgot how much 
he owed his old friend in that election. When 
he was ili at his house in Nashville he sent for 
Mr. Stevenson to come and see him, and a da 
or two afterward he died in his arms. John C. 
Calhoun was another very warm friend of Mr. 
Stevenson. When the celebrated portrait 
painter, J. P. A. Healy, was getting his pictures 
of famous Americans for Louis Philippe’s gal- 
lery both Mr. Polk and Mr. Calhoun declined to 
sit. Finally they consented to do so as a per- 
sonal favor to Mr. Stevenson on condition 
that he should hoid the original por- 
traits. They bang in his study to-day. 
ey afterward made copies of . them 
for the Paris gallery, but he admitted that they 
were not so good as the originals. Mr. Calhoun’s 
portrait is said to be the most striking and ac- 
curate likeness of that famous statesman in ex- 
istence. The city of Nashville once offered Mr. 
Stevenson a large sum for it, but he never could 
be induced to part with it. Mrs. Stevenson, who 
is a daughter of Prof. Paul F. Eve, the eminent 
surgeon, survives her husband. Mr, Stevenson's 
poseuse brother, Maxwell, is living in Nashville. 

is elder brother, Volney 8., who was bis part- 
ner in the dry goods business in his earlier days, 
died while abroad a few months ago, and his 
body was brought home from Paris. Mr. and 
Mrs. Stevenson were very prominent members of 
the Rev. Dr. John Hall's church.

THE LA CROSSE LYNCHING. 
PROBABILITY THAT THE MAN WHO WAS 
LYNCHED WAS INSANE. 

MILWAUEEg, Wis., Oct. 17.—The tragical 
death of Frank A. Burton and the lynching of 
the man who fired the fatal shots at La 
Crosse, Wis., last night created a most 
profound sensation in this city. Mr. Bur- 
ton was the son of Capt. Burton, one of 
the oldest mariners on the great lakes, and was 
born in this city almost 40 years ago, Mr. George 
W. Teall, of the St. Paul Railroad, arrived this 


afternoon from La Crosse. He was an eye wit- 


ness to last night’s horrors. He says the mob 
was com of men of both _ political 
wie the Republicans being distinguished 

rom the Democrats by their campaign uni- 
forms. No one in Crosse appears to 
know what Mitchell’s politics were, and it is 
doubtful if he had any. The opinion prevails 
that Mitchell shot Burton on account of an old 
grudge. The latter had something to do with 
the Marine Hospital, and whenever Mitchell got 
on a spree he applied for admittance to Burton, 
who, deeming the fellow unworthy, invariably 
refused his request. Mitchell wasa heavy-built 
man, and had every appearunce of a bold des- 
perado. He met his death unflinchingly, and 
never once begged for mercy, probably realizing 
the uselessness of such an appeal. 

The victim of Mitchell's pisto] lived here until 
a dozen years ago. He learned the art of telex- 
raphy at the Western Union office in Milwaukee, 
and pursued that business for some time, finally 
being sent to La Crosse, where he assumed the 
management ‘of the local office of the Western 
Union Company. From there he drirted into 
wheat speculation, and was quite successful. 
He was for a time associated in that business 
with J. B. Canterbury, the well-known grain 
dealer and railroad builder, of La Crosse, 
who made $100,000 in a few weeks by 
building a three-mile road from La Crosse 
to Onalaska, and selling it to the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Company. More 
latterly he represented the commission house of 
I. H. Lowry & Co., of Milwaukee. He married a 
daughter of Capt. J. H. Moulton, a prominent 
railroad man at Crosse, and by her had three 
children, the youngest being scarcely 3 years of 
age. He h but just completed a handsome 
residence on Cass-street in La Crosse, in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of Dr. Wendall A. Ander- 
son, Chairman of the Democratic State Central 
Committee. Socially, Mr. Burton was one of 
the leading spirits in La Crosse, and he he!d high 
rank in the business circles of this city. The 
wifeof Major Mower, of the Sunday Te “eo 
Milwaukee, is a sister of the murdered man. His 
funeral wil! take place on Sunday afternoon. 

Nathan Mitchell, the murderer, came West 
from Halifax many years aco, and was a drink- 
ing river roustubout. He has been insane for 
several years, and his friends regarded him as a 
most dangerous maniac. This fact, however, 
was not generally known. When it was learned 
to-day that the man bad spent a number of 
years in the State insane asylums for assaulting 
several men, there was a thrill of horror. Many 
citizens deprecate the hasty lynching of Mitch- 
ell now that it is known that he was crazy. The 
case altogether is without a parallel im this part 
of the country. An inquest will be held on 
“ Scotty’s” remains to-morrow. 


LA CrossE, Wis., Oct. 17.—The Coroner’s 
jury examined 12 witnesses in the inquest over 

itchell, the oe murderer, among whom 
were the Sheriff, policemen, and eye witnesses of 
the murder and lynching. No one recognized 
any of the multitu:e who did the lynching. The 
verdict substantially stated that the deceased 
was the man who murdered Mr. Burton, and 
that he came to his death by hunging atthe 
hands of parties to the jury unknown.

FLAMES IN A TOBACCO FACTORY. 


FOUR HUNDRED PERSONS THROWN OUT OF 
‘ EMPLOYMENT. ; 


M. Jacoby and S. Bookman’s **De Capo” 
cigar factory is at Thirty-eighth-street and 
First-avenue. It forms nearly three sides of a 
parallelogram, there being four tenement 
houses, five stories high, on Thirty-eighth-street, 
in which are 60 families of the firm’s employes; 
a main factory five stories high on First-avenue, 
anda wing running from the First-avenue fac- 
tory between Thirty-seventh and Thirty-eighth 
streets, and separated from the tenement houses 


by a yard 10 feet wide. Access to the yard is had 
by a gateway on Thirty-eighth-street. The fac- 
tory was closed at 6 o'clock last night, and Mr. 
Jacoby and his clerks were, according to him, 
talking ** bolidicks” in the office at No. 342 East 
Thirty-eighth-street, when a German woman 
announced that the whem | was on fire. 

Mr. Jccoby ascertain that a fire was making 
headway in the centre of the fifth floor of this 
building. There wasa mistake in sending out 
an alarm,and the engines arrived 10 minutes 
later than they should have done. They were 
at work soon after they arrived, however, play- 
ing on the tire from the roofs of the tenement 
houses and the main factory. The fire did not 
reach the manufactory, but was under control 
shortly after 7 o’clock, when it had reached the 
west end of the third fioor of the wing. Jacob 
& Bookman hada stock worth $150,L00. and it 
was insured for about $65,000. The oy 
water and fire amount to from $30,000 to $35,000. 
About $4,500 damage was done to the building 
in which the fire started. So much watcr was 
used that tobacco in the cellars was afloat. The 
families in the Thirty-eighth-street tenement- 
houses were alarmed at first, but they were in 
no dunger and did not desert their homes. By 
the disaster about 400 —— are temporarily 
deprived of employment. 


INCENDIARIES IN TRENTON. 
TreNTON, Oct. 17.—Incendiaries were 
operating in Chambersburg-street early this 
morning and two buildings were set on fire. The 
first place was the barn and stable of Charles 
McCoy, on Chambersburg-street, opposite St. 
Francis’s Hospital. The building and contents 


were burned, including a valuable horse, which 
had a good record among the loca! fast roadsters.

THE REPUBLICANS ORGANIZING. 


THREE CONTESTING DELEGATIONS APPEAL 
TO THE COUNTY CONVENTION, 


As many men as could crowa into 
Republican Hall, in West Thirty-third-street, 
gathered there last evening to attend tho first 
session of the Republican County Convention. 
Jobn J. O’Brien, Chairman of the County Com- 
mittee, called the convention to order and Will- 
iam H. Townley, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. nominated Senator Frederick §. 
Gibbs as Temporary Chairman. Senator Gibbs 
was chosen without opposition and escorted to 
the Chair by Mr. Townley and William H. Ged- 
ney. 

“Speaking to representative Republicans at 
the County Convention,” said Senator Gibbs, ** it 
is not necessary for me to refer to the issues of 
the campaign. You know them as well asI do. 
The action of this convention will be watched 
with great interest. The party and tbe people 


of this city will expect the nominarion of unex- 
ceptionable men. if such nominations are made 
the ticket will lead us on to victory.” 

Police Justice Solon B. Smith, was selected as 
temporary Secretary, and David Mitchell as as- 
sistant. The roll call of delegates was or- 
dered, and Justice Smith proceeded to call the 
list from a roll chy A prepared. When the 
Third District was reached and the name of 
Emigration Commissioner Charlies M. Taintor 
was read United States Gauger Henry Loewy 
sprangjto his feet and, waving a roll of type- 
writer documents, said: “I protest against the 
delezation headed by Mr. Taintor.”’ 

“The protest is out of order,” said Senator 
Gibbs. ere were no further interruptions. and 
the roll call was proceeded with. The name of Mr. 
L. M. Bates as a delegate was received with wild 
applause. Commi:-sioner Jacob Hess was sub- 
stituted for ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoeter, and 
that of Police Justice Patterson filled a vacancy 
in the Tenth District. When the roll call was 
finished Mr. Loewy renewed his protest and 
handed up his papers. Commiasioner Taintor ob- 
jected to the protest being received on the ground 
that Mr. Loewy was nota contestant. Senator 
Gibbs refused to sustain the point, but when 
Ambrose W. Topping protested against the Six- 
teenth District delegation being given seats in 
the convention, reversed his ruling, it being 
shown that Mr. Topping also was not a con- 
testant, and declared that protests could only be 
received from delegates to the convention. Mr. 
Loewy withdrew his papers, and they were sub- 
sequentiy handed up by Theodore P. Keliy, 
one of the regularly elected delegates. The 
standing in the convention of the gentleman 
handing up protests provoked a noisy debate, in 
which Col. James M. Varnum contended that 
the ground taken by Senator Gibbs on his final 
ruling was correct, and suggested that the con- 
testants might get their claims before the con- 
vention through any of the regular delegates 
who would present the papers. John D. Lawson 
thought that contestants ought to have a chance 
to put in their protests themselves, 

“These gentlemen are all good Republicans,” 
said he, ** and ougbt to be treated as such.” 

While the debate was still in progress, George 
B. Deane, of the Ninth District} moved that a 
committee on contesting delegations, including 
one from the Fifteenth District, be appointed, 
and the motion was carried. Senator Gibbs ap- 

ointed as the committee William H. Townley, 
jeorge Hilliard, William H. Bellamy, William 
H. Gedney, and Gen. Joseph C. Jackson. 

The debate broke out again, but was inter- 
rupted by John J. O'Brien, who moved that 
when the convention adjourn it be to meet at 
the call of the Chair. The motion was carried, 
and another from the same source to adjourn 
met with no opposition. The work of the first 
a7. of the convention was finished in half an 
our. 

The contest in the Third District is between 
Thomas F. Geary, backed by O*Brien, and Com- 
missioner Taintor. ‘The vote atthe primary was 
240 against 60,the Taintor faction having the 
majority. Dllegal voting of various kinds is 
charged. Inthe Fifteenth District two prima- 
ries were held, one at the place designated by the 
County Committee and another in the building 
next door. One had regularly appointed in- 
spectors of its own. The Sixteenth District 
trouble is the old fight between the Cregan and 
antl-Cregan factions, the latter headed by ex- 
Alderman John Falconer. Thirty-eight votes 
are alleged to have been cast illegally at the 
election.

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FOREST FIRES IN NEW-JERSEY. 
ATLANTIC City, N. J., Oct. 17.—The fires 
continue to burn in the woods and cranberry 
patches in Atlantic County west of Elwood. At 
the latter place the smoke wasalmost suffocating 
last night. Among the losses reported are $15,000 
by the Atlantic Cranberry Company, 275 acres of 


their bog being burned over. The Lake cran- 
berry bog was also burned. Unless a heavy rain 
Son the flames the damage to timber 
will be enormous and cannot be repaired 
by growth for over a generation. The fire 
started about four miles below Hummon- 
ton and a mile from the line of the 
New-Jersey Southern Railroad, and was, 
it is thought, started by an incendiary, 
who was probably a hunter, who started the 
flame to drive deer to a good shooting place. It 
is raging in what is known as the Big Deer 
Woods inthe upper part of Atlantic County. 
This is the largest forest in the State, and is 
composed mostiy of pine and cedar timber, 
which is very inflammable. On Wednesday the 
fire swept with resistiess fury through nine 
miles of woodland in two hours, but fortu- 
nately burned away from inhabited places. The 
inhabitants of that section say they have never 
known s0 great a drought for 2U years, and 
streams through the cedar swamps that were 
never known to fail are now dry.

ALL NIGHT ON A CAPSIZED YACHT. 
NAIRBREADTH ESCAPES OF THE CREW OF 
THE SLOOP BONITA. 

The sloop yacht Bonita, off Bath, Long 
island, capsized off Life-Saving Station No. 16, 
near Barnegat, early Wednesday evening. The 
Kfe-saving crew succeeded in rescuing Ernest 
Hastings and Elliot L. Smith, but Emlen Frank- 
tin, the other occupant of the Bonita, disap- 
peared when she capsized. The yacht partially 
righted, however, and drifted out to sea. 

It was supposed that Franklin had been lost, 
but yesterday he arrived at this port on the 
Mallory steamship San Marcos, He stated that 
the Bonita left Bath on Wednesday for a week's 
efuise. Tne Bonita met with rough weather, 
and the mainsail was reefed. The boat was head- 


ed towards Barnegat Inlet, but in order to reach 
that point before dark Hastin who acted as 
Captain, decided that it would be necessary to 
phake out the reef. 

This carried the yacht alongatarapidrate. It 
goon began to grow dark,and the yacht was get- 
ting close in toward the shore. Franklin was at 
the wheel, when the main boom suddenly swung 
round and the Bonita capsized. The three occu- 
pants were flung into the water. Franklin suc- 
ceeded in reaching the side of the yacht, which was 
beginning to right. Heclung there, and looking 
around in the fast gathering darkness he saw his 
two comrades struggling fora moment on the 
crest of a wave. Then they disappeared and he 
gave them up for lost. e climbed onto the 
weather side of the yacht, which had partly 
righted, and clung there. He found that the 
— was drifting out to sea rapidly. She was 

yond his control, and he could do nothing but 
cling to her side. The small boat had washed 
adriftand no assistance was at band. Spray

Franklin narrowly escaped being washed over- 
board several times. He clung to the yacht all

He was fast be- 
coming exhausted and had almost given up hope 
when morning dawned. No vi was then in 
pight. but soon afterward he saw smoke on the 

orizon. In a short time a vessel appeared on 
pe northern horizon and rapidly approached him 
yacht was now nearly full of water and ap- 
peared about tosink. At7 o’clock the steamship, 
which proved to be the Rio Grande, of the Mai- 
lory Line, Capt. Lewis, lay to near by the sink- 
ing yacht. The exlausted occupant of the latter 
wasthen taken on board the steamship. The 
Rio Grande was bound from this port for 
Galveston. During the day, when off the Capes 
of Virginia, the San Marcos, bound to this port, 
hovein sight. She was spoken, and Capt. Bur- 
_ hove to while Franklin was transferred to 
is vessel. 

When port was reached yesterday the rescued 
yuan was greatiy su:prised to learn that his 
comrades had aiso escaped, One of them was 
on the Mallory pier waiting for him when the 

Marcos was docked. After a vain search for 
the missing man along the coast near Barnegat 
Hastings and Smith had given him ~ 2 for lost. 
Tne news of his rescue, however, was telegraphed 
to the city as soon as the vessel reached Quaran- 
tine, and Franklin’s friends were at once noti- 
fied. The Bonita probably went down shortly 
‘Wter Franklin was rescued.

STILL SEARCHING FOR HIS SON, 
THE MYSTERY RECALLED BY THE FINDING 
OF SOME BONES. 


On the morning of April 25, 1882, Henry 
Worthington left his home, at No. 382 Jay-street, 
Brooklyn, at his usual hour of going to business, 
He has never been heard of since. He was the son 
of John Worthington, a druggist of 162 Fulton- 
street, Brooklyn, where he has been in business 
for 40 years. The son was a quiet, reserved 
young man 23 years old, with no bad habits, no 
enemies, and the cause of his disappearance has 
always been a mystery. Within a fortnight 
after he left home the father of the young man 
received a mysterious-looking box through the 
mail marked “ private.”” When opened it was 


found to contain closely packed cotton, with a 
piece of sandpaper lying on top and resting 
against the ends of two matches. The police 
considered the box a hoax, and took no further 
note of it. Within a month afterward Mr. 
Worthington received a letter, postmarked 
Brooklyn, and within it was the design of a skull 
and bones above the following: 

“Deth to the Spies of England, Remember 
Cavendish and Burke.” 

“IT at once connected these with the disavpear- 
ance of my son,” said Mr. Worthington last 
evening. “Iam a Canadian by birth, and often 
receive business letters from Canada bearing 
the seal of her Majesty Queen Victoria. Two 
years previous to his disappearance my son 
made a visit to Canada, and when he came 
back he wentdown to Bay Ridge to look at 
the Fenian ram which was on exhibition there. 
I could not help coupling these facts together 
with my son's mysterious) disappearance and 
the box and letter coming so soon afterward.” 

The police could not find the author of the let- 
ter, and in less than a month another letter 
came, which was opened by Mrs. Worthington in 
ber husband’s absence. It read: 

“I warn you,as a friend, not to be in your 
store this evening.” 

The sender of this wasequally mysterious, 
and nothing further was received until May 6 
last, when another letter came inclosing a por- 
tion of a cotton handkerchief, which had ragged 
edges and was full of holes. 

Mr. Worthington kept up a vigilant search for 
his missing son, and followed every clue which 
gave any indication ae his fate. About 
two weeks ago it was repo that some boys 
had found a human skeleton in some thick 
woods near Parkville, Long Island. They were 
unable to find the place again, and since then 
Mr. Worthington has searched the woods every 
afternoon, On Thursday George Derby, of No. 
318 Hancock-street, Brooklyn, while hunting in 
the woods come upon what he thought was a 
mass of human bones wrapped in an old pair of 
trousers. He conducted Mr. Worthington tothe 
spot yesterday afternoon, but the bones were 
found to be those of a 

“IT shall keep on searching,” said Mr. Worth- 
ington, “for my wife believes that my sone is 
stillalive. I think that he must have been killed. 
He had $50 with him when he disappeared. It 
may have been for that.”

THE CABLE NOT YET LANDED. 
TWO BOATS UPSET AND THE WORK RE- 
TARDED SOMEWHAT. 

The new Mackay-Bennett cable, one end 
of which arrived off Manhattan Beach on Thurs- 
day morning, is not yet landed, owing to another 
accident which occurred yesterday. The men on 
board the Faraday, the cable steamer, did not 
cease their work of coiling the cable on the rafts 
moored beside the ship until late on Thursday 
night. Two miles of the wire had then been 
coiled on the rafts, with about a quarter of a 
mile of the end resting on two boats. At 
about 10 o'clock Thursday night the tug 
J. §S. Stranahan began the work of 


towing them aillto the shore. They got along 
swimmingly until within a quarter of a mile of 
the land, when a sudden shifting of that part of 
the cable resting in the boats, caused by the 
rough sea, upset them in the twinkling of an eye. 
The cable sank like a shot to the bottom, and 
nine men, including Lieut. Dutton, were left 
floundering about in the water. Ropes from the 
tug were immediately thrown to the struggling 
men, and they were all got safely aboard that 
craft, none the worse for their ducking. That 
the cable had been laid after a fashion was evi- 
dent, but then the question was bow to get it up 
again. 

The tug steamed around over the spot where 
it sank out of sight grappling for the lost wire, 
and the efforts of the workers were finally re- 
warded late yesterday afternoon. The end of 
the cable was safely got up, but it was not 
po to get it ashore last night. Work will 

kept right up, however, without a moment's 
robability electric com- 
araday at least will be 
established this morning. Early vyester- 
day, for some _ reason best known to 
the Captain and electricians, the Faraday 
steamed out from shore about a mile beyond 
her former anchorage and there took up her po- 
sition, whereshe will remain until the end of the 
cable is landed and safely secured, and she will 
then go back to the place where the cable itself 
is buoyed. The splice will then be made, and the 
Directors can telegraph to their hearts’ content 
to their friends in ndon. The boats which 
upset on Thursday night drifted away, but were 
picked up yesterday morning at Rockaway.

After half an hour's de- 
liberation the jury found that Lacy was suffer- 
ing from great exhaustion caused by some un- 
determined and serious illness before being seen 
by Dr. O’Hare, and they were inclined to the 
belief that the doctor acted injudiciously in his 
management of the case.
